IV. DAILY PROCEEDINGS 


WEDNESDAY EVENING, MARCH 14, 1962 

The banquet and reception honoring Bishop and Mrs. Gerald H. Kennedy was 
held at the Sheraton Meeting House of the Princess Kaiulani Hotel with Mr. Robert 
K. Fukuda presiding. Mr. John Norris of First Methodist Church led the group in 
singing. Dr. Harry Komuro presented the guests of the evening. Dr. H. Conwell Snoke 
brought greetings from the Division of National Missions. Bishop Kennedy gave a 
stirring message to the over 500 guests assembled to honor him and Mrs. Kennedy. 
During the dinner Hawaiian Music was played by the Business and Professional 
Womens Federation of the Y.W.C.A. of which Mrs. Anne K. Colburn is president. 

THURSDAY, MARCH 15, 1962 

The Annual Meeting of the Hawaii Mission of The Methodist Church, assembled 
at First Korean Methodist Church, Honolulu, began with the service of the Lord's 
Supper administered by Bishop Gerald H. Kennedy, assisted by Dr. Harry S. Komuro 
and the Reverend T. Samuel Lee. The hymns “And Are We Yet Alive," and “Amazing 
Grace” were sung and Bishop Kennedy brought the Communion Meditation. 

The business session of the 57th Annual Meeting of the Hawaii Mission of The 
Methodist Church was called to order by Bishop Gerald H. Kennedy at 10:00 a.m. 

Roll call was carried out by the Conference secretary. 

Report of the Program Committee made by Dr. John Gray Ross, Chairman. 

Introduction of Mainland guests was made by Dr. Harry S. Komuro. Recognition 
of messages from Butterworths, Cummings, Almon, Gottschalls, Newton, Fisher, and 
Blackmans were given and the secretary was instructed to make reply. Butterworths 
sent money for camp fund. ($71.00) 

Motion was made and seconded and passed that regards be sent from the Con¬ 
ference to Mrs. Yuki Komuro, who is ill. 

The Deaconesses present were recognized and presented to the Conference. Miss 
Frances A. Taylor, Waimanalo-Kilohana; Miss Genevieve Poppe, Miss Beatrice Orrell, 
Susannah Wesley Community Center; Miss Celeste Paraso, Aldersgate; and Mrs. Umeno 
Goto, Japanese Language Worker. 

Dr. Allen B. Rice presented the greetings of the Division and delivered an address 
to the Conference. 

The reporj of the Mission Superintendent was presented by Dr. Harry S. Komuro. 
(See reports.) 

The visiting Chaplain was introduced (Adam J. Schutz, Jr., of Barbers Point, Ewa, 
Oahu) , and after announcements the session was adjourned for the taking of the 
Conference picture. 

The Conference reassembled at 2:00 p.m. and was led in singing by Dr. James 
McGiffin. 

The Reverend Seido Ogawa, Executive Director of Honolulu Council of Churches, 
was introduced and brought greetings to the Conference and challenged the group 
with a few choice words. 

The report of the statistician was delivered by James J. M. Misajon, Conference 
Statistician and Business Manager. The report was adopted with these corrections as 
announced by Mr. Misajon. 

Table I, Column 24: the final two figures in the column should both be 
+ figures: +$41 and +2.77 

Section B of the Recapitulation in the column Increase or Decrease, the final 
total should be +68; in the column % Increase or Decrease the final % 
should be +49.28 

Outstanding items from the report: In the last 10 years the membership of the 
Mission has increased 58%, property value has increased 309%, and Church School 
enrollment has increased 52%. Membership reported at end of 1961 increased by 8% 
over 1960. (See reports.) 

The report of the Board of Evangelism was given by the Chairman, the Reverend 
B. Rhodes Martin. The report was adopted. (See reports.) 

The report of the Island of Hawaii was given by the Reverend Robert W. Fiske 
who introduced the ministers and had them introduce the delegates from the indi¬ 
vidual churches. (See reports.) 
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The report of the Committee on Nominations was given by the Reverend David 
J. Harada, Chairman of the Nominating Committee. It was adopted with these changes: 

Board of Education—delete the name of S. W. Kim, class of 1963 and add the 
name of Harry Pak. 

Board of Missions-add the name of S. W. Kim in the class of 1963. 

Camp Kailani Committee—delete the name of Elizabeth Buford. 

Board of Christian Social Concerns—Add W.S.C.S. Secretary of Christian Social 
Relations. 

(See reports.) 

Report of the Wesley Foundation Board of Directors was read as a part of the 
total Nominating Committee report by the Reverend William A. Buford. It was 
adopted with this addition-add the name of Henry Bess, to the list of new members 
for this year. (See reports.) 

There was time remaining so the report of the Island of Maui was given by the 
Reverend Robert B. Montgomery. He introduced the workers (new arrivals Harry 
and Carmen Pak) and the lay delegates from the churches. (See reports.) 

The session was adjourned with a benediction by Bishop Kennedy to reassemble 
for groundbreaking at Pohai Nani. 

FRIDAY, MARCH 16, 1962 

The Conference was called to order at 9:00 a.m. and led in devotions by Dr. Don 
A. Cooke, General Secretary and Treasurer, Council on World Service and Finance, 
The Methodist Church. 

After a brief recess the Bishop assembled the Conference and called for the 
minutes of the previous day’s sessions. There being none available, he proceeded with 
the day’s agenda. 

The report of the Board of Missions and Church Extension was presented by the 
Reverend Shuichi Fujishiro. The report was adopted with the following changes: 

In second paragraph add—The Big Island also participated in the missionary 
appeals, and Maui had three churches participating. 

In recommendation #1— Change the amount of the recommended goal from 
$1,500.00 to $2,000.00. This second figure arrived at after much discussion 
and explanation. 

In recommendation #2—The figure $1,500.00 be changed to the new figure of 
$2,000.00. Be it noted in recommendation #2. c, that the Big Island did not 
ask for help from the Board of Missions in securing a Wilderness Camp. 

In connection with the report the suggestion made that emphasis (increased) be 
placed on the One Great Hour of Sharing. (See reports.) 

Report of the Board of Church Location and Building made by Charles Pinson. 
It was adopted with this addition—In paragraph #4—after the first sentence add in 
parenthesis (financed in most part by the Division) . In paragraph #6—first three 
words should be. Furnishings and parsonage . . . (See reports.) 

The report of the Committee on Mid-Year was made by the Reverend Robert 
W. Fiske. The report was adopted. (See reports.) 

The report of Goodwill Industries of Honolulu, Inc., was made by the Reverend 
Euicho Chung, Director, who in turn introduced Mr. J. Willis Hershey, Management 
Consultant of Goodwill Industries of America, who brought greetings. The report was 
adopted. (See reports.) 

Presentations were made to the Conference by James J. M. Misajon: The office 
staff of the Mission in the persons of Mrs. Arlene Kuniyoshi and Miss Cynthia Hatico. 

Recess at 10:35 a.m. 

The Conference was reassembled at 10:55 a.m. by Bishop Kennedy and the 
report of the Methodist Foundation of Hawaii was given by Mr. Frank E. Gibbs. 
This was adopted. (See reports.) In order to receive this report and make the elec- 
tions desired the group was dismissed as the Mission and called to order as the 
Methodist Foundation of Hawaii. The following are elected for one year—R. Sagum, 
S. Tanabe, frank E. Gibbs, L. A. Hinshaw to replace F. E. Butterworth. The business 
conducted the reverse procedure occurred and we became again the Mission in session. 

The report of the Pension Board was presented by Frank E. Gibbs. The report 
was adopted with this word of explanation and addition-In paragraph #4 add this 
• • rhls fl S ure ($6,818.22) does not represent the total dollars paid to other persons 
re ire rom other Conferences and living in Hawaii or paid through other clearing 
houses. All younger members of the Mission are members of the MRPF. On their 
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behalf, 10% of the figure $3,500 was paid for them. In addition $50.00 per man was 
paid which goes into the Service Annuity Plan. It all adds up to nearer $20 000 paid 
rather than the $6,818.22 listed. v 

Dr. Charles Calkins, General Secretary of the Board of Pensions of The Methodist 
Church, was presented and made the above statement of explanation. 

Statement was made that lay employees (men) of the Mission are eligible for 
inclusion in pension plan and that laywomen employed by the Mission can be covered 
by request of the Mission and by action by them. The pension plan will be fully 
reported at Mid-Year. (See reports.) 

Presentation of Mrs. Harriet Gee, Religious Reporter for the Honolulu Star- 
Bulletin, was made by James J. M. Misajon. 

Attention was called to the fact that the book room would close on Saturday 
at noon. 

Appreciation was expressed for the nursery facilities made available by First 
Korean. 

Session adjourned until 2:30 p.m.-dismissed by prayer led by Dr. John G. Ross. 

Session was reassembled at 2:45 p.m. by Dr. Harry S. Komuro. We were led in 
singing by Dr. James McGiffin. 

The Conference was led in prayer by Dr. Morgan Williams. 

Report of the Conference Relations Committee was given by the Reverend 
James B. Friese. 

James J. M. Misajon to be continued On Trial. 

James Y. Terauchi changed from On Trial relationship to full accepted supply. 

Report adopted as presented . . . with word that there would be additional report 
made before Conference adjourned on Sunday. (See reports.) 

Commission on World Service and Finance report was presented bv the Reverend 
Euicho Chung. The report was adopted with these corrections—Recommendation #3 
be deleted entirely from the report. In the section on Budget, for Board of Christian 
Social Concerns—in the last column—Recommended 1962—the amount of $200 was 
accepted. Therefore, in the report of that Board the asking should be changed accord¬ 
ingly. Motion to this effect was included in the acceptance of the World Service Report. 
(See reports.) 

Dr. Don A. Cooke was called on for a statement concerning the report of our 
Commission of World Service and Finance, which he graciously gave. 

The Reverend David J. Harada presented the names of six persons to be elected 
as the Nominating Committee of the Mission for 1963. They were elected: Jack Smith. 
Convenor: Mary Komuro; Ben Youngblood: David Harada: James Friese: Joe Miller. 

The session of the Hawaii Mission was adjourned and reassembled as the Hawaii 
Pacific Homes Corporation. 

The session was interrupted for a matter concerning the Hawaii Mission. The 
proper body was assembled and the following motion made 'by the Reverend Richard 
H. Peterson. "The Annual Meeting of the Hawaii Mission of The Methodist Church 
go on record as accepted the responsibility of being the Corporate Body of The Hawaii 
Pacific Homes.” 

After much discussion pro and con the motion carried by majority vote. 

SATURDAY, MARCH 17, 1962 

The conference opened with the singing of a hymn and devotions led by Dr. Ray 
Ragsdale, pastor of First Methodist Church, Whittier, California, and President of the 
Pacific Homes Corporation. 

Bishop Kennedy called the conference into business session at 9:25 a.m. The 
minutes of the first two days’ sessions were distributed and approved as printed. 

Mrs. James Komuro, President of the Woman’s Society of Christian Service of the 
Hawaii Mission, presented the report for the WSCS. It was adopted (see reports) . 
Points of emphasis: 

1— There will be, for the first time in the Mission, a delegated Annual Meeting. 

2— Last year, for the first time, the Neighbor Islands had their own officer train¬ 
ing session. 

Miss Genevieve C. Poppe, Director of the Susannah Wesley Community Center, 
presented the report for the Center. It was adopted (see reports) . A special word of 
thanks was spoken for all the help given by many people during the year. 
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The Rev. Bill Buford, Chairman of the Board of Education, presented the report 
for the Board. After discussion, it was adopted (see reports) . Special thanks to all who 
did the work was given, especially to Bob McCullagh, Lois Reed, Ben Youngblood, and 
Lew Lancaster. 

Chairman George V. Whisenand reported for the Camp Kailani Committee. The 
report was adopted (see reports) . 

The conference was recessed at 10:07 for 15 minutes. 

At 10:25 the conference was reassembled and was led in singing by Dr. James 
McGiffin. 

The Wesley Foundation report was presented by the Rev. Robert P. McCullagh. 
Before the actual presentation of the report one of the members of the Wesley Foun¬ 
dation, Melvin Watanabe, was introduced and reported to the Mission on “What 
Wesley Means To Me." This statement was warmly received by the entire group, and 
our sincere thanks extended to Mel. The formal report of the Foundation was adopted 
(see reports). Mr. McCullagh closed with an appeal for increased support of Methodist 
Student Day in the local churches. Bob Fiske announced that the director of the Hilo 
Campus, Branch of the University of Hawaii, was a Methodist and an active member 
of the Hilo Church and extended excellent cooperation to the work attempted with 
students there. 

The Rev. Ben Youngblood, Director of Christian Education of the Hawaii Mis¬ 
sion, made his report to the conference. The report was received by the conference as 
presented (see reports) . 

Dr. Harry Koinuro appointed a committee to study the matter of furlough policy 
and bring a recommendation to the attention of the Mission prior to the meeting of 
Mid-Year. Members of the committee: Shigeo Tanabe, Chairman: Sam Lee, Larry 
Hinshaw, Bill Buford, Bob McCullagh, and Jim Misajon. 

Announcements were made by Jim Misajon, and the M.Y.F. delegates from the 
Big Island were presented to the conference . . . Karen Ogama from Pahala and Harry 
Keha from Pahala. 

Since the day was the anniversary of the cleaning-up a certain element in Ireland 
by St. Patrick and since the Conference is blessed by the presence of a refugee from 
the Old Sod, Bob Fiske, on behalf of the entire group, presented a large bunch of 
very green watercress to Jim McGiffin. 

The report of the State M.Y.F. was presented by Bruce Miller, State President. 
The report was adopted with the change of name of Purdue University to the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan (last full paragraph, page 1 of the report) . (See reports.) 

Dr. James McGiffin reported to the conference to close the session. He will be a 
delegate to the World Council on Christian Education next summer meeting in Bel¬ 
fast, Ireland. Mrs. McGiffin (Lucy) will accompany him “home.” 

Dr. McGiffin emphasized three things: 1—must develop a sense of stability: 2— 
we must emphasize the importance of persons and devote ourselves to personal work: 
3—we must witness (teach) by precept and example. 

The session was adjourned at 11:05 a.m. with prayer by Bishop Kennedy. 

SUNDAY, MARCH 18, 1962 

Session opened by Bishop Gerald H. Kennedy and congregation sang “Let the 
Lower Lights Be Burning.” 

The report of the Acknowledgement Committee presented by Pat Martin (Mrs. 
Rhodes) . (See reports.) 

A resolution concerning salary was presented by the Reverend William A. Buford 
and said resolution was adopted by unanimous vote. (See reports.) 

David Harada presented a birthday present to Dr. Don A. Cooke on behalf of the 
Mission . . . a doll (hula girl) not a live one. 

Invitation for the 1963 session was extended by Harris Memorial Methodist 
Church. The Conference voted unanimously to accept the invitation. 

James Misajon announced the receipt of a check for S437.19 from Publishing 
House for dividends of last year for the Pension Fund of the Conference, 
i A^incjuncemeni of a reception for those staff members who will be leaving to be 
held in social hall immediately after the evening service.

REPORT OF THE MISSION SUPERINTENDENT 

Our business as a Church is to bring the good news of Jesus Christ into the total 
life of man. This requires of us an understanding of man's inadequacy without God 
his redemption through Christ and the new life, its fulfillment and motivations’ 
Though this may constitute the perennial substance of the Christian life, it becomes 
real only as we know it in the historical settings in which it exists, here and now 
Otherwise, the power of the Gospel cannot be released and the note of victory which 
should be ours cannot be experienced. Where the Church has come to grips with the 
fundamental issues of life and a real word has been spoken, life has changed. The 
Church exists as a symbol of society of persons made over, and as an agency with the 
power to do this. This is all predicated on the primary conviction that Jesus Christ 
is the Lord of all life. There is no compromise here for this has been, and shall ever 
be, the dogmatic claim, whether in personal piety or worship: in the realm of human 
relations as involves race, nations or world: in the realm of knowledge, science or 
philosophy; or even in the realm of policy or administrative strategy of the Church. 
Does Christ have regnancy and relevance in our world becomes the measure of our 
performance as a church. 

It is important for the Christian today to understand that the great struggles in 
life today involves the threat to this claim. I he issue is whether the Christian view 
of history, which claims Christ as Lord of history on the side of man redeemed by God, 
shall prevail over the presumptuous self-sufficiency of man as being his own arbiter 
of life. No conscientious churchman can escape the compulsion of the Gospel to cut 
through the pride and confusion of man's amazing accomplishments to the ultimate 
use of his achievements to serve his fellow man, rather than to enslave or to destroy. 
When despair and frantic search for security, quick answers blight our vision, how 
important, especially now, to turn to Christ for the answer. Despite every evidence to 
the contrary, we rest our case on the sure conviction that the final outcome of the 
struggle is on our side. Otherwise, we stand under His judgment for not having dared 
the always impossible endeavors of the truly Christian stance and character when the 
going has been difficult and many faltered along the way. 

Every local church situation, it seems, is convinced that its work is unique and 
requiring of particular emphasis and understanding. And, in a way, this is good because 
each has gone below the surface to the level where the “depth" strategists would say 
the real motives, needs and actions are found. There is a healthy concern about the 
preparation for the faith in order that those who arc members or who are about to 
become Christians shall have more than a perfunctory relationship. In many of out- 
churches there Is an effort to help our people to have a more sound doctrine of the 
Church and thereby establishing motivations and loyalties which sometimes had been 
less than desired. At the same time, occasionally there has been an over-concern here 
which may have been the excuse for not extending the invitation to join the Church 
and thereby failing in a responsibility. 

The actual net increase in our membership this past year has been 408 or about 
8% over last year. This is actually less than the average growth of the population. We 
are concerned that in several of our churches there has been hardly any growth; and 
in several others an actual decrease. There is no excuse for any church not keeping up 
with the population growth if we are doing our job. In terms of professional leader¬ 
ship and also of lay responsibility, the nature of the Gospel demands a productive 
ministry. This means an evangelical fervor and resultant commitments. One of the 
elder Japanese language members commented that Methodists were losing their “netsu” 
meaning “fever, fervor, enthusiasm”—a point well taken. 

On the other hand, it may be said that due to the noivChristian background out 
of which so many come there is a reluctance to take the formal act of commitment; but 
nevertheless have been greatly influenced in their behavior and lives by the Gospel; 
and although commitment may be a slower process they are definitely very real 
“seekers.” The variations of the basic role of evangelism in the Mission makes the 
task more interesting, yet sometimes disappointing and confusing. The evangelism of 
the pulpit, the altar call during each worship hour, the teaching for commitment, the 
lay witnessing and visitation are evidenced; new locations, new equipment, new media 
of communications mean new and more evangelism. Both local and national leader¬ 
ship have been used in programs of evangelism and membership cultivation. Without 
becoming slaves to methods there is much to be said for the use of the vast resources 
as provided by the Board of Evangelism. It is hoped that without pressure from the 
outside it may be possible that each church will spontaneously burst into evangelical 
fervor, for this has been our particular heritage. 
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The manner in which our people have tried to emphasize the importance of 
self-support in the responsibilities of budgets, for both operating and capital expen¬ 
ditures, has been most encouraging. The steady increase in Mission benevolence askings 
each year shows the growing strength of the whole. There is no member in any 
church who has not had the opportunity to share to the extent of his ability. There 
are, however, some who pay more for their “union dues” than they give to the Church. 
The tithing ideal has not been suggested in all of our churches. Although it has been 
necessary to assist certain churches, which have not been able to meet their responsi¬ 
bilities, there is less and less of the dependence upon the Board. In the coordinated 
stewardship planning and the every member canvass there is evidence that where the 
suggested aias as provided by various agencies of the Mission and the Church at large 
have been used, the results have been increased budgets and giving which, in turn, 
means expansion of services. 

The encouragement of the Division, in setting a more adequate ministerial sup¬ 
port, has been a boost to the morale of both the ministers and that of the churches. 
This has also caused our self-supporting churches to' upgrade their salary scales and 
also to reappraise their budgets more realistically. 

Wherever the needs have been carefully documented and forthrightly presented 
the people have responded sacrificially and willingly. The increasing level of cost of 
living in Hawaii is reflected in upgrading of church operation and this is the way it 
should be. The ever changing climate of our economic life is of such character that 
there is need for review of the growing needs of stewardship. The changing scene 
necessitates review, not only from year to year but over wider spans of 5 or 10 year 
periods. The Church cannot operate from hand to mouth but in a wider scope. 

We are not an affluent constituency, but we are much more able than we have 
been. This we need to bear always in mind. There will be no harm in reminding our 
more able and self-supporting churches of some of the limitations of our less - fortunate 
churches and to share with them in an experience of sharing and concern. We are one 
in our enterprise and must share alike our well-being as well as our difficulties. 

The record of Christian education this past year presents a paradox of more pro¬ 
fessional leadership than we have ever had before, and yet statistically a decline in 
participation and program. This is reflective of certain general trends in the total 
Christian education in the whole connection and may be attributed to a year of 
reappraisal and reorientation. This does not mean that there has been any less effort 
being made but, perhaps, a strengthening of programs concerned more in the quality 
of the educative process than the expansion of participation and program. We were 
sorry to lose the leadership of Mr. Lancaster who was getting under the task when he 
asked to be relieved to go on to further study. Mr. Youngblood brings to this position 
fine training and also experience in our Mission. 

The specialized leadership of our staff in the field of Christian education gives 
us reason to believe that the best in training and dedication is more and more availa¬ 
ble for our children and youth. Dr. McGiffin, Mr. McCullagh, Mr. Youngblood and 
Mr. Bishop along with the Board of Education, can be counted upon for counsel and 
skill in determining policies and goals. The problem of more adequate lay leadership 
and the strengthening of the adult work in Christian education should be brought to 
our attention. The concern for the adaptability of Christian education emphases and 
curriculum to meet the particular needs of our respective constituencies cannot be 
overlooked. The approach to the whole family, the coping with mobility of popula¬ 
tions, the conflicting cultural and social patterns, the competing community organiza¬ 
tions, the comparatively loose concepts of Sabbath observances, the casual and incidental 
understanding of Christian education pose the need for continued re-examination and 
encouragement to every Church School in the Mission. The planning is sound, the 
leadership is dedicated, even though the resultant participation and consequences may 
not seem too evident. Except for a few churches, the equipment is greatly improved 
and the results should be forthcoming. If there is a word of counsel it is patience and 
a further word that indicates the importance of what is done in the hour on Sunday 
or in an informal discussion group, a counselling situation, or at a camp fire. 

Mention should be made of the Church’s concern for future leadership as witnessed 
in our Wesley Foundation program. We should not take for granted the scholarships, 
loans and counselling services for our college students. In a quiet sort of way our 
investment in our youth becomes the assistance which makes possible leadership for 
the future. 

t ! n , a st *y w *der perspective the studies that are being now made for the need and 
feasibility of a college of high quality, under the auspices of the Church, presents 
for the total Christian enterprise an opportunity to establish an institution which can 
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undergird the total wuness of the faith. This may well become the “big idea and 
thrust that will aid in the provision of Christian leadership in the total life of our 
State. If and when this study recommends favorable consideration there should be the 
all-out support of all our people. We are encouraged by the careful and solid manner 
in which our Division, along with the General Board of Education and other denomi¬ 
nations locally and nationally, are bringing this to certain conclusions. This may well 
be a major demonstration, not only of an educational advance but of inter¬ 
denominational cooperation that may command national attention. 


Your Mission is a part and parcel of the total missionary work of the Church and 
always conscious of the larger whole of which we are a part. Every church has been 
trying to understand more effectively the Biblical and theological foundations of our 
efforts. Through the Mission Board of Missions we have been conscious of the Church¬ 
wide study “Our Mission Today.” It may be said that through its literature study 
support and general exposure we are much more mission-minded than a generation 
ago. We have followed, with special interest, the significance of the crisis*in Africa; the 
Chinese in dispersion and other Asian developments; the deliberations in New Delhi; 
the upheaval in Latin America; and, in our own land, the strategy of meeting the 
missionary tasks of urban life; the race and minority problems; the needs of the 
growing aging population; and the churching of new populations. Wherever the local 
church has effectively presented the needs of the projects the response has been more 
than we have anticipated—an evidence of missionary vitality. The stronger our mis¬ 
sionary giving the stronger becomes our life at home. 


This past year continues our extension program with several major projects 
coming toward consummation. We rejoice in the completion of a new plant in Pahala, 
the new educational unit in Lahaina—an evidence of careful planning and outstanding 
attention to details by a local committee; the beginning of Harris Memorial Church 
which has been so long in temporary quarters and representing remarkable steward¬ 
ship by the local congregation and the generous support of the Division and Southern 
California-Arizona Conference; the completion of the first unit at Kilohana in a new 
area of high potential; the beginning of the relocation of Wesley Church; completion 
of the much needed educational unit at Aldersgate; the beginning of a “do-it-yourself” 
program at Kahuku; and not to mention some of the projects which will be recorded 
more fully by other reports These represent an enormous amount of capital outlay 
by the Church-at-large and also the faithful and sacrificial giving of our own people. 
All of our projects meet with standards of sound financing, design, utility and strategy. 
To the various committees of the Mission and the leadership of ministers and local 
committees a word of appreciation and commendation. To the Division goes our con¬ 
tinued thanks with the prayer that all of our people will not only have pride in their 
accomplishments but the concern that these structures are but tools for implementing 
our witness to all men. There are many areas in our Islands which are not served 
by the Church, and every congregation should see its responsibility in starting branch 
churches and Sunday Schools. However demanding are land costs, initial building costs, 
we are here in the business of spreading His Kingdom and this means not only streng¬ 
thening our present churches but establishing new congregations. 


Along with sound theology, good churchmanship and personal piety, the preaching 
and spirit of our congregations may be characterized as sensitive to the social concerns 
of our people. We represent historically a good number of people faced with real prob¬ 
lems in the struggle for the better life and there still exists the need for prophetic 
witnessing. We are directly responsible for speaking for and serving the underprivileged, 
the minority, the exploited, the unpopular causes. This can be said for our preachers 
as a whole that they have had the courage of their convictions in these matters, and the 
laity has been fully in support of a free and vigorous pulpit. In the discussions among 
the' ministers in the expressions from the pulpits, in the participation in various agen¬ 
cies in the community, in personal counselling situations, and in sharing of pastoral 
functions, our preachers and workers are daily struggling with issues of vital situations. 
Along with the many frustrations there are real victories for them and our people, 
and this should not go unrecognized or unheeded. There is a continuing fight against 
alcoholism that needs study and treatment; there is an increasing load of counselling 
in personal and family problems which require time and skill; there is the need for 
guiding our people against the extremism of political and economic theory which 
can undermine conceptions of loyalty, justice and truth; there is the need to concern 
our people about delinquency, vice, literature, crime; there is the need to challenge 
our people in the race for peace in the midst of so great a race for arms."The Church 
should be in a position where her voice can count where decisions are determined in 
these affairs. We have a responsibility to speak in judgment upon our social ills. 
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We should, as a Church, be apprised of the efforts of such work as Susannah 
Wesley Community Center is doing in Kalihi among the underprivileged children; 
the role Aldersgate is called upon to serve in the inner city; the Goodwill Industries 
of Honolulu which serves the physically handicapped (having provided in work ovei 
$18,000 in payroll last year) by urging our people to send our castoffs for their use; 
the anticipated consummation of provision of a retirement home for the elderly at 
Pohai Nani; the work of the Scouts, YWCA and YMCA; and other agencies supported 
and encouraged by the Church. 

This report is incomplete without an expression of gratitude for the loyal and 
dedicated service of the Mission family. The Superintendent has coveted the confidence 
and trust with which he has been able to share some of the personal anxieties as well 
as the enthusiasms and accomplishments. We were made ever debtor to Brother 
MaKapagal who went to his eternal reward. We miss the Butterworths, Miss Almon, 
Hedgeses, Powells, Lancasters and Taylors who left us to serve in other areas. We 
wish for the several who leave us soon our best wishes as they return to their home 
Conferences. We have been blessed with our “senior” pastors who, having retired, 
have offered their services in missionary endeavors and have brought to us a wealth 
of experience. We have had younger and new men who have entered into our ranks 
and have taken their places and responsibilities. We have tried to work as a team to 
improve our efforts. We have kept up with the “population explosion” with new 
arrivals in the Fiske, Bishop, Montgomery and Thomas households. We note with 
gladness that a trip to the homeland consummated in the marriage of the Rev. Kim 
and Sue Kim. We have tried to bear each other up in prayer and have learned with 
each new experience the fellowship of the goodly (and Godly) company of which we 
are a part. The representation of the various offices of the total connection here 
gathered gives us a new sense of a “people called Methodists” in our world today. In a 
sense, the character of the professional leadership of our churches will determine the 
effectiveness of our endeavors, and your Superintendent could not wish for a more 
wonderful group as is represented in our work. 

The days that are ahead will continue to be requiring in strength both spiritually 
and physically. We shall all need to turn, from time to time, to the sources of power 
beyond our own and dare to venture in faith and courage and learning, more and 
more, on His grace and providence. We shall have to be prepared to give priorities 
to the important tasks and always remembering the importance of the persons with 
whom we deal above any circumstances of institution, administration, policy or pro¬ 
gram. We shall have to have a word of encouragement for the distraught and weary: 
a word of comfort for the sick and bereaved; a word of judgment for the wayward; 
and above all a word of love for all amongst whom we would witness. Our task must be 
related to the vital issues of life. And, in all of our work together, let us never forget 
that the essential task of winning this world to Jesus Christ must be fulfilled in the 
effective performance in the local church, from Sunday to Sunday, and from day to day. 

In the particularly administrative functions of this office the Superintendent wishes 
to acknowledge the inspiration and thoughtful counsel of our beloved Bishop Kennedy; 
the wise guidance and cooperation of the various officers of the Division; those in 
the Mission staff including Mr. Misajon, Mr. Youngblood, Mr. McCullagh, Mr. Bishop 
and our wonderful secretaries, Mrs. Arlene Kuniyoshi and Miss Cynthia Hatico, all of 
whom have been so patient, conscientious and helpful all along the way. It is good to 
have Dr. and Mrs. Fry with us, for we are reminded of the tremendous labors of those 
who have worked here before us. If he were to make an observation in retrospect, I 
am sure he would say that the Lord has been mighty good to us and, because of this 
goodness, we should be humbled into doing more than we have ever done before in 
making Him Lord of our lives and of all life. 

Yuki, who has always looked forward to seeing you at the Annual Meeting, 
regrets her inability to be present and shares with me in greetings and thanks; also 
in these concerns, commendations and aspirations for us all.

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present needs. With this concept in mind the Board of Evangelism, for the Hawaii 
Mission, undertook to launch a program of Evangelism that would meet the needs of 
the hour and at the same time strengthen the program of the Local Church. The pro¬ 
gram was held throughout the Mission from April 28 through May 13. 

Under the dedicated leadership of Dr. Lawrence Lacour, from the General Board 
of Evangelism of The Methodist Church, the initial phase of the program opened at 
Camp Kailani.

For the first time, during an evangelistic mission, men from all the churches of 
the Hawaii Mission were on hand for an orientation session. The Rev. Hilo Himeno 
lifted up some of the more salient traits of the various ethnic groups of the people 
of Hawaii. Dr. Frank Butterworth turned back the pages of history and related the 
colorful story of these South-Pacific Islands and their people. The Rev. Rhodes Martin, 
general chairman of the Evangelistic Crusade, spoke on the needs in the churches of 
the Mission. 

Dr. Lawrence Lacour, out of an able background filled with experience, did an 
excellent job in presenting techniques which had and would prove effective in the 
local Church. Throughout the training session an effect was made to keep the Cause 
of Christ and His Church first and foremost in the minds of all. 

Following the session at the camp, men made their way to their respective fields 
of service. Preaching and witnessing became the path by which the Church found its 
way into the hearts and lives of the people. A public rally, held in the Sanctuary of 
the First Methodist Church, Honolulu, received favorable response from many. The 
post-mission “Castor’s School” received a warm welcome. Dr. Daniel Walker was 
commended highly on his presentation—“The Role of the Minister as a Preacher.” 

Once the missioners returned to their respective parishes the following sugges¬ 
tions, for future Missions, were formulated by the Board of Evangelism: 

1. Dates and leaders be chosen a year in advance. This will insure time to 
clear aims, purposes, objectives, and goals for the Mission. It will afford 
opportunity to discuss ways and means to accomplish these ends, to har¬ 
monize methods with all divisions of the Church, namely the two General 
Boards and the Hawaii Mission. Leader should arrive at least one week 
ahead of the team and remain at least one week following the termination 
of the Mission proper. 

2. Guest missioner to be invited at least six months prior to the beginning 
of the Mission. Thus, allowing adequate time to channel helpful sug¬ 
gestions to produce an effective working relationship between guest mis¬ 
sioners and host churches. 

3. Invitations to be extended to missioners for either a ten day or two week 
period. Time not to be divided between two parishes. This arrangement 
will best serve a particular parish in that adequate time for both a 
preaching and visitation program. 

4. Agreement concerning participation of wives in the Mission should be 
clearly established prior to the time initial invitation is extended. It was 
recommended that wives come after the mission is over. 

5. As to expenses of the Mission: These should be spelled out in clear terms 
to both the guest leaders and the Island Churches well in advance of the 
Mission. Care should be taken in order to insure proper approval for 
expenditure of all funds. 
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6. Orientation session for all men sharing in the Mission should cover at 
least two days. (The first day should not be the day of arrival for the 
team members.) Agenda should be in two areas: 

1. all together period of team members, leader and host pastors. 
Emphasis—total program. 

2. guest leader and host pastor—emphasis local program. 

7. Literature needs to be considered prior to printing and mailing deadlines. 
Approval should be given by members of literature committee of the 
Board of Evangelism.

In an effort to keep in step with the National Church, even though we are 
thousands of miles away, the central theme: “Jesus Christ Is Lord,” was chosen as -the 
banner under which we desired to march. 

While the total result of the year cannot be evaluated in terms of the out-reach 
of the church, we feel that the Cause of Christ and His Church has been strengthened 
here at the Crossroads. Seeds of the Christian Faith and the Protestant Heritage along 
with Methodism’s Endless Line of Splendor have been sown throughout the 50th 
State. It is our hope and prayer that in days to come our Methodist Mission to these 
crown jewels of the Pacific, will sendforth love and light. The words of Charles Parkin 
ring with accents clear and strong— 

This land, America—is there time 
To save her cities, sick with crime; 

To heal the wounds of hatred in her side; 

Redeem her from her folly, pride? 

How conquer fear? How save from sin? 

Is this the hour to die? Or win? 

Let Christians answer! South to north, 

And east to west across the land, 

These servants of the Lord go forth, 

The messages of hope, a holy band. 

This is their own—this land unpriced 
This land, America, to win for Christ!

ISLAND OF HAWAII 

“For the first time, all apportionments from churches on the Big Island have been 
paid in full.” 

This statement, made to this reporter a few weeks ago by Jim Misajon, might 
well be used to characterize our report to the fifty-seventh annual meeting of the 
Hawaii Mission of The Methodist Church. For, the thing of significance in our work 
here over the past year is that we have noted a very definite movement toward greater 
local responsibility on the part of all our churches. This does not mean, of course, 
that we have solved all our problems. There are unpaid bills and striking program 
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deficiencies in many areas. But we feel confident that Methodist Christian people on 
the Big Island are becoming increasingly aware of their responsibilities in the churches. 
Our Big Island Council is chaired by a layman and he. along with other laymen, share 
with the ministers in all decision-making for our work. 

We wish to point out that 1961 was the first full year that the present pastors 
of Big Island churches have been at their posts. We attach no particular significance 
to this fact except to say that we have enjoyed profitable relationships in attempting 
to work and learn together of new ways to serve Our Lord at this particular frontier. 
Having Sam Bishop with us since February to direct and supervise our structured 
educational work and our camping program has been an added source of inspiration 
and encouragement. 

Fortunately, the more difficult posts on our island have been under the ministry 
of the more experienced men. Paul Billings and Art Mix have given steady guidance 
for the work at Pahala, Naalehu and Honokaa. Our Churches in these communities 
are made up primarily of workers on sugar plantations and the struggle for more 
responsible churchmanship among them is far from easy. The difficulty lies, not simply 
in negative responses to the Church, but in the deeply rooted problems surviving a 
long period of economic and social paternalism. The need for greater maturity in our 
Churches is but a part of the need for greater maturity along the whole frontier of 
life on the Big Island. It is not untrue to say that Paul Billings and Art Mix sense 
this need and they have the stability and mature judgment to meet it with concen¬ 
trated endeavor. 

The fact that the movement toward greater local responsibility in Hilo is some¬ 
what easier is due to the presence and work of a sizeable number of laymen who are 
aware of the mission of the Church in this picturesque community. Responsible com¬ 
munity leaders from all walks of life comprise the membership of the Hilo Methodist 
Church and they perform a ministry in the city that is far reaching in significance. 

Our work on the Big Island has also been enriched by the ministry of J. R. Runes. 
Though his task is primarily among the Filipino people. Mr. Runes has ably assisted 
Paul Billings in the total ministry of both churches in the Kau Charge as well as the 
Church in Honokaa with Art Mix. 

Finally, we would pay tribute to our faithful wives and families who have been 
the guiding lights of courage, strength and devotion in our work here. Not only have 
they kept the home fires burning, but they have also made them burn a little brighter 
than usual in a few instances. To wit: Joyce added a Timothy to Julie and Stephen 
in the Fiske family. Carol contributed Gregory as an addition to Mike and Doug Mix, 
and Jeanne submitted Patricia to be added to Holly, Andy, and Clay in the Bishop clan. 

We mention also the joy of fellowship with Ginger Billings. Cion Runes, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Blfcs Billings. These and many others have given us much to be thankful 
for as we attempt to serve in the name of Our Lord Jesus Christ on the beautiful and 
spacious Island of Hawaii.

BOARD OF MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION 

At the 1961 Annual Meeting of the Hawaii Mission of The Methodist Church, 
the Conference voted on the recommendation that each in the Hawaii Mission was 
responsible for raising money for the Advance Special projects. It was decided then 
that the Advance Special goal of $2250 should be raised to $3000 and the following 
projects were suggested for the Board of Missions and Church Extension to work on- 
The Lodja project in the Belgian Congo, the Arinaga (Hawaii's own missionaries) 
project in Okinawa, and the Latin Americas which was to be supported by the mis¬ 
sion festival or study. 

H ? waii Adv ance Specials and MCOR giving came to $5564.00, from which 
the Bishops’ Appeal for Africa with 21 churches participating realized $2197 17 The 
Arinaga project with 13 churches participating came to $1078.53. The Lodja project 
amounted to $247.78. This leaves the sum of $2040.52 contributed by 10 churches 
tor MCOR and World Service. The mission festival or study participated by eight 
Honolulu churches and three churches on Maui came to $193.89. This money will 
be sent to Literacy Bolivia. Big Island also participated for the Missionary Appeals- 
Maui also had three churches participating. 1 
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During the year this Board has purchased four filmstrips for the study of Latin 
America. They are "The Broken Bike,” “A Choice for Rosa,” "Foundation of Faith,” 
and "Missionary to Chile.” - There is a film entitled "A Man On Your Door Steps” put 
out by the MCOR in our film library. This is a good film for the understanding of our 
work in the area of people in dispersion. 

Two Dutch-Indonesian families have been adopted by our Mission churches. 
Parker Memorial adopted the family of Mr. and Mrs. Rudi Van Rouveroy and Harris 
adopted the family of Mr. and Mrs. Robert De Bos. These families are located and 
have made an adjustment to Hawaiian living. We especially want to give commen¬ 
dation to Parker and Harris for their efforts in relocating these families. 

The Committee on “Our Mission Today” was formed during the year and has been 
studying the meaning and purpose of Missions in our world today. During our Mid- 
Year Meeting the person of Dr. John R. Wilkins, the director of the Department of 
Missionary Education of the Joint Section of Education and Cultivation of the Board 
of Missions, will be with us to promote this Quadrennial Study. 

We make these recommendations: 

1. Whereas, only 10 churches participated in the Advance Special; be it recom¬ 
mended that we accept the goal of $2000 for the coming year; and be it further 
recommended that the Board of Missions and Church Extension send state¬ 
ments of suggested goals based upon the apportionment formula to each church. 

2. That the goal of $2000 be appropriated to the following projects: 

a. To Wesley Village under the Division of World Missions for the work with 
the problem of Chinese in dispersion. 

b. To Puerto Rico under the Division of National Missions for the use in 
leadership training scholarships. 

c. To Hawaii Mission to start a fund for a Wilderness Camp. 

3. We also suggest two other projects for your consideration: 

a. Mary Johnson Hospital in Manila, Philippines. 

b. Christian Institute (Village Education and Teacher Training) in Raewind, 
West Pakistan. 

4. That this Board form a sub committee in studying new communities on these 
islands wherein new Church projects can be started, and that this sub committee 
through the Board report of its feasibility of a new church project to the 
Board of Church Building and Locations.

II. Meetings:

III. Bible Study Program: 


A special Bible Study Program on the topic "The Bible and God's Mission” was 
conducted in selected adult church school classes across the country in the fall 
of 1961, in an effort to test the first draft of the material designed for use in all 
local churches in all mission summer schools and missionary conferences of 
1962 and for general distribution in early 1962. The adult church schools selected 
in the Mission were:

Medium-size Church—Parker Memorial 
Large Church—First 

These groups have completed their studies and have filed reports of their com¬ 
ments, observations and suggestions to the Joint Section. 

IV. Resource Materials: 

The Team has a bibliography of suggested books, pamphlets, addresses and other 
materials designed to aid in the study. Also, the Team has previewed the film¬ 
strip “Factors That Confront Us,” and has a copy for general use in the Mis¬ 
sion Offfre. 

V. Recommendations: 

The Team makes the following recommendations: 

A. That the Mid-Year Meeting Program Committee consider this study as the 
major program item for the 1962 Meeting under the counsel and guidance 
of Dr. John R. Wilkins, Director of the Department of Missionary Education, 
who is scheduled to be in the Islands at that time. 

The Team believes this would involve our workers not only in understanding 
the nature of this study adventure, but create some real searching con¬ 
cerning the nature of the church, its witness, and the validity and nature 
of our missionary enterprise in the world today. 

B. That approval be given to the Team to develop plan for meetings on each 
islands in order to implement the study in the local churches following the 
Mid-Year Meeting. 

The Team is anxious for “grass root” involvement if the study is to have any 
validity at all.

A Summary Report of Washington, D.C. Conference 

I. Purpose: 

A four-year study to rethink the validity and nature of the missionary enterprise 
of The Methodist Church. 

A “quadrennial in-depth study program called ‘Our Mission Today.' ” 
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To what extent is our church fulfilling the purpose of our missionary program and 
objectives under Discipline Paragraph 1166. 

II. Responsibility and Direction: 

The program was adopted by the Board of Missions at the January, 1960, meeting. 
The Joint Section of Education and Cultivation assigned task of directing the 
study. Dr. John R. Wilkins is director. Participating are the Division of National 
Missions, Division of World Missions, Woman’s Division of Christian Service. 

III. Areas of Concern: 

1. The Faith That Compels Us 

a. Basic motives for mission work 

b. Validity of program 

c. Clarification of theological, Biblical and Christian faith bases for action. 

2. The Factors That Confront Us

and new vitality of non-Christian faiths.

a. Action thrusts of boards and divisions.

IV. Involvement and General Plan of Approach

BOARD OF CHURCH LOCATION AND BUILDING 

This Board reports with pride that if construction of new and enlargement of 

existing facilities are a measure of growth, then the Hawaii Mission is indeed growing 

at a healthy rate. A report on that growth, given as a resume of present projects in 

progress, is herewith submitted: 

Honolulu 

1. ALDERSGATE. The new educational building and social hall is now completed and 
was consecrated in December, 1961. The total cost, including furnishings, was 
$128,581. There still remains to be done the repairs to the existing sanctuary esti¬ 
mated at $20,325. The funding for this project was as follows: Aldersgate Church 
$50,000; Division of National Missions $48,906; and Advance Specials $50,000 
(advanced by the Division) . 

2. HARRIS MEMORIAL. Under construction; completion is expected in June, 1962. 
This entire project is expected to cost $763,543, funded as follows: Harris Church 
$538,543; Division of National Missions $100,000; and the Southern California- 
Arizona Conference $125,000 (advanced by the Division) . 

3. KILOHANA. Sanctuary and educational unit completed and consecrated in May, 
1961. The pastor and wife moved into the parsonage in July, 1961. The cost of this 
project was $114,288, with $100,238 being provided by the Division of National 
Missions, Advance Specials and the local Church. The land was purchased by the 
Division in 1960 for $179,864. 

4. PALOLO. No major construction has gone on this year; however, certain repairs in 
the amount of approximately $2,000 have been completed in the sanctuary, parson¬ 
age, educational unit and grounds (financed in most part by Division) . Approval 
for a $5,000 loan from the Division has been obtained for acoustical treatment of 
the educational building. The total cost will be borne by the local Church. 

5. WESLEY. The first unit is in the process of design and is estimated to cost $100,000. 
Cost of the land $178,714. The parsonage is being designed by Shimizu Associates 
and is estimated at $35,000. The funding of this project is not firm, but it will be 
a joint venture between the Division and the local Church. The sale of the present 
property is now in process, at a price in the area of $110,000. 

Rural Oahu 

1. AIEA. A proposal has been approved by this Board for the construction of a sanc¬ 
tuary in the estimated amount of $85,000. This represents the second phase of the 
master plan for this church. However, funding for this project is not firm, as it 
is not expected that this project will be undertaken before 1963. 

2. KAHALUU. The problems of acquiring new land or possibly relocating the church 
have not as yet been resolved. Efforts along these lines will continue. 

3. KAILUA. No construction is underway or planned for the immediate future; how¬ 
ever, an additional 37,375 sq. ft. of land has been purchased for $38,000, to provide 
an area for parking and for future expansion. 

4. KAHUKU. The construction of a sanctuary and educational unit is in progress at 
an estimated cost of $44,000. This modest cost is brought about by the fact that the 
church is furnishing a large amount of volunteer labor for construction. The 
funding for this project has been established at $24,000 by the Division of National 
Missions and $20,000 by the local church. 

5. WAIANAE. While this Board has always been sympathetic with the Waianae con¬ 
gregation’s desires to improve their facilities, developments in the immediate area 
such as the telephone company construction on adjacent property and the widening 
of the drainage canal for flood control, have induced us to recommend to the 
church that they consider relocation to a new area. 

6. WAIMANALO. Furnishings and parsonage have been purchased by the Division in 
the amount of $35,000. Search for a church site still continues. 
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TAMP KAILANI The Division of National Missions allocated $4,400 to build a new 
fence around the property. This project was completed last summer with labor 
furnished by the Virginia Conference work team. The master plan for the camp 
has been completed and is under review. 


Neighbor Islands 

EAST KAUAI. The parsonage has been purchased by the Division for $26,551. 
CAMP KOKEE. Power line has been installed at a cost of $330. 

LAHAINA The educational unit has been completed and consecrated. The cost was 
$4 076 for the land and $63,066 for the building and furnishings, funded as follows: 
Lahaina Church $35,153; Division of National Missions $31,889. 

HONOKAA. A portion of the church land has been sold to the State Highway De¬ 
partment for $3,070. This has enabled the church to perform certain minor repairs. 
NAALEHU. The Board approved a grant of $900 for certain repair work to the 
church and parsonage. No action is being taken on this pending receipt of further 
information from the church. 


Priorities for 1962 

The Board recommends the following order of priorities for projects in 1962: 

1. Complete the following projects in progress: 

a. Aldersgate 

b. Kahuku 

c. Harris Memorial 

d. Wesley 

2. Repairs. To be considered as to their relative importance as they come up during 
the year. 

3. Additions and Expansions. 

a. Note is taken of the Aiea request, but this project will be considered along 
with the others in this category as they arise during the year. 

4. Relocation. These requirements will be considered within this priority as they 
develop during the year. 

5. New Sites. 

a. Waimanalo 

b. Wilderness Camp 

c. Heeia 

d. Ewa Beach 

e. Waipio 

6. Others. Any projects which come up during the year and which do not fit within 
priorities 1 through 5 above. 

REQUEST REVIEW AND STANDARDS COMMITTEE 

The formation of this Committee is considered to be one of the most important 
accomplishments of the Board during the year. Its mission is to first formulate a set 
of standards governing all requests from local churches which come within the prevue 
of the Board. Secondly, it is to examine, investigate and recommend action on each 
request before it comes before the Board as a whole. The work of this Committee, 
presently very ably chaired by Ralph Ajifu, is making itself felt in the saving of many 
hours of the Board’s time which was formerly devoted to studying and investigating 
the various requests. A standard form which will promote uniformity in request pro¬ 
cedures is now being developed by the Committee. 

CONCLUSION 


The Chairman wishes to extend a heartfelt “thank you” to all of the members 
who have served the Board by a diligent attendance at meetings and by carrying out 
assigned tasks, and would particularly like to express appreciation to the Rev. James 
Misajon, who has, as usual, borne the lion’s share of the work of this group.

The work in our three churches here on Maui has been carried on by several 
workers during this conference year. One of these workers. Robert Montgomery began 
his services as of june 15 in the Honolua and Puukolii Churches. It was at that time 
that James Terauchi left for new work on Oahu. Everett Taylor spent the entire 
year at the Lahaina Church, but is not present to share in the presentation of this 
report. He and Dorothy are enjoying their furlough, prior to taking a new assign¬ 
ment in the Southern California-Arizona Conference. 

Our “language” workers, however, have been with us for the entire year and 
are still here. Their fine work should especially be noted. Mrs. I'mcno Goto has carried 
on her work with devotion and diligence among the Issei of our congregations and 
communities. The few additions to our churches during this year have been through 
her efforts. She has helped all of us to sec that people can and do change their reli¬ 
gious faith in the later years of life. Rev. and Mrs. J. R. Runes continue to come to us 
once a month. Their work at Honolua and Lahaina has strengthened our other "lang¬ 
uage" group. Rev. Runes manages to make some seventy-five calls each time he comes. 
This in itself is exemplary. We humbly request that a ministry to the Ilocano group be 
continued in the years to come on Maui. 

Various activities, which have given content to the Christian message, have been 
carried on by ministers and laymen alike. A five week study on Latin America was 
conducted at Lahaina. with the other two churches invited to attend. Attendance picked 
up at this event each successive week. A bazaar was sponsored by the Woman s Society 
of Christian Service. Again, all three churches took part. Special services were con¬ 
ducted during the year. They included an ecumenical Lenten Series. Maundy Thursday 
Holy Communion, Prayer Service for high school leadership. Thanksgiving Day service, 
Christmas Eve service (held in three languages simultaneously) , and New Year s Eve 
service. 

Our educational program is especially to be highlighted. Two training sessions were 
held this year by "outside" help. Dr. James McGiffin was able to be present for one 
session; Mr. Sam Bishop, Director of Christian Education for the Island of Hawaii, came 
for the other. Through their efforts our teachers were better able to plan and present 
their Christian message. During the summer each church held a Vacation Summer 
School. In our three churches there was a total of 150 pupils. We were aided in this 
program by devoted laymen from Lahaina and a fine summer service team from Oahu. 
The latter was used at Honolua and Puukolii. The adults in these two plantation com¬ 
munities work in the fields or cannery during the summer months. A summer camp 
was held on the slopes of Haleakala for a group of Intermediates. This was a cold yet 
fun-filled experience. A total of sixteen senior highs attended the Institute on Oahu. 

On October 8. a long awaited day came for members and constituents of Lahaina 
Methodist. On that day Dr. B. P. Murphy and Dr. Komuro held the dedication service 
for the new Educational Building. This building has been highly praised by Mission 
personnel and non-Methodist Mauians. We pray that it will serve the primary purpose 
of bringing our children closer to a knowledge of God's love for them. Rev. Taylor is 
to be commended for his efforts over the years in working out many of the details 
which go into such a project. Various types of equipment and audio-visual aids have 
been purchased not only here but also in the Honolua and Puukolii Church Schools. 

We do not take glory in any of the above activities except as they lead to the 
spreading of God’s saving word through Jesus Christ. There is much that needs to be 
accomplished on Maui. Though it is God who gives the growth, the ministry of men 
must be carried on with faith and diligence. It is to this end that we eagerly await the 
arrival of an Associate Minister of Education. This person will be of tremendous help 
in ministering to the 200 children and 75 youths already participating in our churches’ 
programs. Also, we hope to reach many more of the children who do not attend any 
type of religious service. 

The area of stewardship continues to be one in which instruction is needed. The 
faithful men and women in Lahaina have paid an enormous sum into their new build¬ 
ing this year, and the members at Honolua have raised their pledges for the 1962 
budget by 50 per cent. However, much remains to be done. People need to be made to 
see that their response should be a proper response to what God has already done for 
them. This applies to a stewardship of service and prayer as well as that of finances. 

The final matter to report is that as of February 1, 1962, the Puukolii member¬ 
ship will transfer to Lahaina Methodist. This step was necessary because of the move¬ 
ment of persons away from the Puukolii camp. The churches were approached on this 
matter and agreed with the proposals. Thus next year we will make a report on two 
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preaching places and three Church Schools. One of the latter will be kept in Puukolii. 
The Methodist Church is the only Protestant Church there, and some 40 children take 
a part in the services. 

The future of Methodism on Maui is promising. This is the case, first of all, 
because of the untapped resources of the younger Japanese adults in the Lahaina 
area. Secondly, we are watching new workers come in for the purpose of constructing 
the Kaanapali resort area near Lahaina. Many of these people will stay here perma¬ 
nently. Also, many guests will soon be occupying these facilities. Thus we pray for 
God’s guidance and strength, and pray that we will be able to carry on His work in 
a humble yet meaningful way.

COMMITTEE ON MID-YEAR MEETING 

In response to the concerns of the Committee on Mid-Year Meeting of the previous 
year, the Committee last year attempted to set up a program for the 1961 meeting 
which was something more than a vacation, and yet which took into full account the 
relaxed atmosphere in which the meeting is always held. We set up an integrated 
program which provided a responsible measure of content and discussion as well as 
a fair degree of free time and recreation. 

Our resource persons were the Rev. Shelton Hale Bishop, Dr. Roy Burkhart, the 
Rev. Paul Mayer, the Rev. Seido Ogawa, and Dr. Frederick Pedersen. Messrs. Burkhart, 
Ogawa, and Bishop spoke on consecutive days to provide basis for discussion and 
dialogue among pastors, workers and wives. Dr. Mayer represented the Division of 
National Missions and spoke on three occasions, while Dr. Pedersen provided an in¬ 
formative travelogue on his recent trip into Alaska and the work among American 
Indians. 

In addition to this, special programs were provided daily for the children and 
youth. This "first effort” for such a program proved to be a welcome addition to the 
Mid-Year Meeting. 

The over all general response to the Mid-Year Meeting in 1961 was favorable. This 
response has been verified by reactions made on questionnaires sent out immediately 
after the meeting. Many specific criticisms of particular portions of the program 
structure and content were voiced, of course, but most of the pastors, workers and 
wives felt that its basic approach was wholesome and helpful. We would mention in 
particular the criticism that, while the three morning resource speakers were helpful, 
there was not enough time to deal properly with the deeper implications of what was 
being said. It is suggested that a better arrangement would be to have one person, 
preferably a theologian, Biblical scholar, or some other fully qualified Church leader 
to lead us for the entire week in discussion and dialogue. 

It is the continuing concern of the members of the Committee on Mid-Year Meet¬ 
ing for 1961 that we make every effort to strengthen further the Mid-Year meetings 
in terms both of program structure and program content. We believe our summer 
gatherings can be a vital force in the focusing of our ministry among the people of 
Hawaii as well as in the maintainance of high morale among ourselves. It is to this 
end that we would appeal to those who follow us in carrying out the responsibilities 
for the Mid-Year meeting in years to come.

One of the objectives of Goodwill Industries is to place rehabilitated clients in 
competitive jobs. Goodwill Industries of Honolulu, Inc., is happy to announce that 
three such placements were possible with the cooperation of the Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation. 

It is also happy to report that a new truck has been purchased during the later 
part of the year. 

Plans are now being made to have Mr. Willis Hershey, of the Goodwill Industries 
of America, Inc., to come to Honolulu to help “reorganize and rearrange" so that 
Goodwill may perform with greater efficiency. Mr. Hershey is expected in February, 
1962.

BOARD OF PENSIONS 

1. The Board is happy to report that recommendations made at the 56th Annual 
Meeting of the Hawaii Mission, and endorsed by that Session, have been approved in 
total by the Division of National Missions and the General Board of Pensions of 
The Methodist Church. The Hawaii Mission Ministers Pension Plan have, therefore, 
been amended as follows: 

A. The “average salary", in Article IV, B-3, is now designated as being 
53,500. 

B. Beginning with the Conference year 1962-1963, the annuity rate for Con¬ 
ference claimants who are not members of the Ministers Reserve Pension 
Fund is now $35 per year of service. 

C. For the purpose of this pension program a layman serving full-time in the 
Hawaii Mission is now eligible for membership in the Ministers Reserve 
Pension Plan. 

2. The Board acting under instructions of the 56th Annual Sessions has given 
time to the study of the “Optional Death Benefit” program and the new “Hospitaliza¬ 
tion and Medical Expense Benefit” program of the General Board of Pensions, and 
presents the following resolutions for consideration by the Hawaii Mission. 

A. That the incoming Mission Board be instructed to continue the study of 
these new plans and to obtain the necessary brochures, pamphlets, etc., 
describing the plans for distribution to the churches and workers of the 
Mission. 

B. That in order to obtain a clearer understanding of the features of the 
plans as well as to get a concensus among workers in the Mission, the 
Mid-Year Committee be urged to set aside time in the Mid-Year program 
for the presentation and discussion of these plans. 

C. That the Mission Board of Lay Activities be invited to include these 
plans as topics for discussion at one or two of its meetings during the year. 

3. The Board in reviewing the report of the General Board of Pensions of 
accounts and funds held for the Mission finds a deficit balance of $209.81, for the 
year ended December 31, 1961, in the Current Distribution Account. The Board rec¬ 
ommends this be paid from the Mission’s Stabilization Fund which has a balance of 
$8,100.68 as of February 27, 1962. 

4. The Board wishes to report that in the fiscal period 1961-1962, these payments 
were made to claimants of the Hawaii Mission Conference.

This total represents the actual amount paid to those who retired in the Hawaii Mission 
Conference. This does not include payment to those who retired in other Conferences. 

5. The Board recommends that the Hawaii Mission include in its budget for 
the Conference year 1962-63 the sum of $7,442 to meet the obligations under the 
Pension Plan. 

6. The Board wishes to express its appreciation to the Division of National 
Missions and the General Board of Pensions for making it possible for Mr. James 
Misajon, Mission Business Manager, to attend the Western Jurisdiction Regional Pen¬ 
sion Conference for Pension Executives, October 31 through November 1, 1961, in 
San Francisco, California. 

7. The Board is happy to acknowledge the presence at these Sessions, of Dr. 
Charles L. Calkins, General Secretary of the Board of Pensions, whose counsel and 
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guidance have been invaluable to the members of the Board in their deliberations 
and understanding of the total pension program of the Methodist Church.

ISLAND OF OAHU 

The Oahu Methodist Council was organized August 7, 1961. It brings together rep¬ 
resentatives from all Methodist Churches on Oahu into a body which will have as its 
functions the following: 

1. To make decisions relative to program planning. 

2. To coordinate activities. 

S. To provide a means for the development of consensus for the churches com¬ 
mon interests. 

4. Other related matters with regard specifically to the work of the Methodist 
Churches on Oahu. 

An officer or other person from the Council represents the interests of the 
Methodist Churches of Oahu on the Coordinating Council. 

Each Methodist Church on Oahu is cooperating fully with the Council. There is 
continuing growth spiritually and in membership throughout Oahu. Many of the 
churches are in the midst of church expansion programs. 

The Council went on record at the October, 1961 meeting opposing gambling on 
Matson ships and other types of organized gambling trying to be introduced into Ha¬ 
waii. This is an area of vital Christian concern in its effects on Hawaii. The matter 
was passed to the Coordinating Council. Resolutions were sent to all Methodist 
Churches in the State and press releases were made. 

There will never be an item of vital concern to the Methodist Churches that will 
not receive thorough study and positive action by the Council. It is believed that 
during 1962, when the Council has been given its proper place in the program of the 
Oahu churches it will become a dynamic element and sounding board for the Coordi¬ 
nating Council. 

It can be an effective means for Methodist action in all phases of Christian living 
and concern in the islands.

The first two meetings listed above concerned themselves primarily with prepara¬ 
tion of the new members of the Board to shoulder their responsibilities for the coming 
year. After that we launched into the work of various other committees and commissions 
of - our individual churches, delving into the ways and means of meeting objectives, 
analyzing the different methods and putting them all together into a plan that would 
seem to contain the better features of all. Each church was free to adopt or reject 
the plan worked out but in most cases, it is almost certain that some improvements 
resulted. In effect, the meetings were “workshops” altho we avoided use of that word 
because of the connotations implied. The host minister and his layleader were always 
there and treated us to fine refreshments to top off the evening. Business sessions were 
kept at a minimum by maximum use of the executive committee. 

The Mid-Year Meeting was the usual success and was highlighted by a very fine 
talk by Dr. Paul O. Mayer of Euclid, Ohio, who related his many religious experiences 
while traveling in Europe and South America. The men of Parker prepared a fine 
meal of teriyaki steak with all of the trimmings and Dick Peterson did an outstanding 
job of leading the group singing sessions. 

The weekend retreat for men was the first attempt at this type of religious train¬ 
ing session in recent years. Reporting to camp on Friday night, we had a full program 
for every minute of the evenings and the days and had wonderful assistance from the 
various churches. Several ministers assisted us in various phases of the training and the 
Superintendent participated actively as well as lending us his invaluable moral support. 
An added treat involved a concert played for us on a Lowery organ by Mr. William 
Ward, who demonstrated different types of music he had studied while traveling and 
performing on the Continent. The food was good, fellowship was outstanding and the 
instructors waded in with enthusiasm and later confided that they too learned by trying 
to teach others. 

The Christmas program for Laymen and wives was held at the Wheeler Field 
Officers Club during a very fine dinner meeting. A Moody Bible Institute film was 
shown on Time and Space, topics which certainly were of current interest, and this 
film did a very fine job of tying in the relationship of science to the mysterious world 
created by God. 

Our second Leadership Training program was held at Kailua Methodist Church 
where both men and women were invited and attended. Enthusiasm was high and 
individual participation well prepared and worthwhile. Greater advance publicity 
should be given this program and every effort should be made to expand it in future 
years because it is a marvelous opportunity to get new churchmen off to the right start 
at the beginning of their church year. 

Correspondence with the General Board of Lay Activities in Chicago, has been 
conducted regularly with this Board assisting in providing encouragement to Men’s 
Clubs who were not thriving, and providing advice to members as requested. 

Assistance was given the Kahuku Methodist Church by training callers prior to 
their successful fund drive for a new church. It was enlightening and very interesting to 
find so many zealous workers who were willing to offer their gifts and much time to 
the building of a new church in a small mill town. 

The year has been rewarding in that it has provided an extensive insight into the 
working of our churches on Oahu. It has been broadening in making available an op¬

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ISLAND OF KAUAI 


The year 1961 brought the first change in five years in the ministry of the Kekaha 
Methodist Church when the Rev. Jack Hedges left the Hawaii Mission to return to the 
Ohio Conference. Jack had given five years of outstanding service to the Kekaha Church, 
and to many community and Island-wide activities. He was instrumental in organizing 
the newly intergrated English-speaking congregation in East Kauai, and guided the 
group through their first difficult year which included the relocation of the church 
into Lihue from its previous location in Kapaia. The Methodists of Kauai are deeply 
grateful for the faithful ministry of Jack and Betty Jo and family. 

Rev. Ira and Mearle Steckman replaced the Hedges family in Kekaha, and they 
have made a significant beginning in their ministry there. We are fortunate and happy 
to have them serving the Methodists of Kauai, and we look forward to the inspiration, 
fellowship, and guidance which they will bring to the work here. 

The Kekaha Church carried on its regular program during the year, despite a 
rather difficult period of time between the departure of the Hedges, and the arrival 
of the Steckmans. During this period the laymen assisted in carrying out an effective 
evangelism program with the help of Rev. and Mrs. Newton Swanson who were here 
for the Mission-wide evangelism emphasis. 

This year the Kaumakani Church started a Building Fund which would be used 
to construct an educational unit which is badly needed. Due to circumstances beyond 
the control of the local church, however, the plans for this unit had to be abandoned, 
but the Fund continues to grow. There is still hope that something can be done to 
take care of this significant need of the Kaumakani members and their work. 

The work in East Kauai was greatly assisted this year with the purchase of a 
permanent parsonage for the minister and his family. This purchase was made through 
the generosity of the Division of National Missions officials, and is deeply appreciated, 
especially by the minister who had already moved three times in one year! Flic work 
at East Kauai was also greatly encouraged by significant financial gifts from many 
mainland churches, especially those in the Ohio Conference. We wish to record a 
special note of gratitude to the Tipp City, Ohio, Methodist Church for accepting an 
Advance Special for East Kauai that will pay for the salary of the minister for this 
quadrennium. The laymen of the church added to the capital improvement program 
by constructing a cottage for our church caretaker on the church property. Several 
professional building workers in the Lihue area contributed their talents to this proj¬ 
ect also, and we are grateful for their assistance. 

All of the Kauai churches have carried out significant work in the areas of Evange¬ 
lism, Vacation Church Schools, Woman Societies of Christian Service, and Methodist 
Youth Fellowship groups. The Island-wide MYF work deserves special mention this 
year since the program was greatly strengthened by a series of Island-wide rallies. These 
rallies have helped the MYFers to get better acquainted, and to create a greater 
interest in the local church MYF activities. We are grateful for the leadership of 
ministers and lay counselors in carrying out these special programs. 

The work of all three churches on Kauai has been given serious evaluation this 
year by the ministers, the Council and the Superintendent. We hope that this evaluation 
will help in strengthening the work in the future. 

We are grateful for the assistance of many people during the year. The Rev. Frank 
Brown, the Rev. and Mrs. Newton Swanson, and Dr. and Mrs. Hayden Sears were effec¬ 
tive workers in the special evangelism emphasis carried out in all three churches. We 
are constantly grateful for the leadership afforded by our Superintendent, Dr. Harry 
Komuro, and his Mission headquarters staff; the Division of National Missions staff 
members; and occasional visitors who inspire us to greater endeavors in our work here. 
We are especially grateful and indebted to our fine laymen who are continually 
challenging themselves and their ministers to greater deeds in the Master’s name, and 
whose devotion and loyalty are the foundations for effective Kingdom-building on Kauai.

BOARD OF CHRISTIAN SOCIAL CONCERNS 

The Board of Christian Social Concerns can not report any specific social action 
project, such as the Labor-Management Conference in 1960, but it has been quietly 
seeking to implement social changes within the bbdy of the society. It has also sought 
to come to some understanding as to what its role in the Mission should be. It is 
felt that while it should not abdicate its responsibility to speak out on world-wide 
conditions and issues, it should seek to exert more influence on the conditions of the 
local community and in the thinking of the local church. In the future we shall try 
to implement this policy. 

We are grateful to the Division of National Missions, the General Board of Chris¬ 
tian Social Concerns, and the Hawaii Methodist Mission for making it possible for 
our Chairman, Roland D. Sagum, to attend the First National Convocation on Christian 
Social Concerns in Washington. D. C., in April, 1961. Literature pertaining to the 
problem of alcoholism has been distributed by the Reverend Everett Taylor. Free 
subscriptions to "Concerns” were sent to the main libraries of Oahu, Kauai, Maui and 
Hawaii. The Commission has had conversations with and made known its objections 
to Matson Navigation Lines concerning their proposed plan to initiate gambling 
aboard their ships between the Mainland and Hawaii. The Commission has also 
sought to arouse the concern of the membership of the churches to (1) the imminent 
danger of pari-mutuel gambling which still persists in our State; (2) the possible 
dangers arising from "anti-communism schools;” (3) an awareness of the situation 
within our prison system. This was carried out by a report from the Board of Christian 
Social Concerns. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

FIRST, that the Church give its full support to the “Race for Peace” program 
now being sponsored by the Board of Christian Social Concerns; that special emphasis 
be given to the Peace Prayer Vigils in which as many members of the Church are 
utilized in carrying out a 24-hour period of prayer for the cause of peace; and that 
all other recommendations coming from the General Board of Christian Social Concerns 
pertaining to the “Race for Peace” program be acted upon to the best of each church’s 
ability. 

SECOND, that every member of the Church be alerted to the dangers that com¬ 
munism confronts Christianity with and that every member become better informed 
about the true nature of communism through study and discussion, that each minister 
makes clear the obligation every Christian has in this struggle. We especially commend 
the statement entitled “Christians and Communism” by Bishop Gerald H. Kennedy 
and various other agencies of the Southern California-Arizona Conference as a goal 
for all Christians to adhere to, that we confess our failures to live and witness to the 
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Christian way of life as being the reasons that communism has been able to make such 
great advances in the world today. 

THIRD, that we work closely with the purposes of the East-West Center and the 
Foreign Student Group at the University of Hawaii by introducing a practical working 
plan in each individual church to: 

1. Invite the students to their church, not as entertainers but as guests so that 
they might learn to know us better and vice versa. 

2. Invite them to our week day church activities as guests that they might learn 
to know how we conduct our business meetings, Mission activities, fellowship 
times, etc. 

3. Invite the students into our homes for an afternoon or evening of fun and 
fellowship. 

That the Board prepare and send a brochure to each local church instructing them 
how to put this plan into effect. 

FOURTH, that each local church recognize anew the problem of alcoholism and 
the use of alcohol by teen-agers as well as adults, within the local community. That 
each church vigorously study and plan a local church program on temperence. 

FIFTH, that the members of our churches continue to put themselves on record 
as being unalterably opposed to pari-mutuel betting and write to their legislators 
urging them to defeat any bill that might be introduced in the coming session of the 
Legislature to legalize gambling in any of its forms. 

SIXTH, that the Board of Christian Social Concerns be allowed $200.00 for its 
1962 program. 

STATEMENTS 

1. We are aware of the fact that Hawaii is not free of race prejudice and it is up 

to each minister and each individual to do what they can to eliminate the causes 

for this prejudice. 

2. Church members must become aware of the literature on the local news stands 
that is available to our youth. We must review the movies and television programs 
that our youth consistently view. 

We recognize the fact that these forces are doing a great deal to set the moral 
tone and standards practiced by our youth today. 

Before we blame our young people for their behavior it is the responsibility of 

the church members to study these medias and to wage battles against them.

COMMISSION ON WORLD SERVICE AND FINANCE 

The Commission in 1961 undertook, for the first time in the Mission, a Coordinated 
Every Member Visitation (Canvass) program in connection with the appeal for 1962 
church budgets. All 26 churches participated in the program which began October 29 
and continued through December 3. No specific program was designed for adoption by 
the local church. Each was left free to pursue a program best suited to its needs. A 
bibliography of helpful materials as well as sample packets of EMC literature and bro¬ 
chures, pamphlets and other publications from the General Board of Lay Activities 
were made available to local congregations. The Commission furnished stationery 
with special letterhead calling attention to the theme “PROGRESS TOWARD SELF- 
SUPPORT.” In encouraging the observance of Loyalty Sunday the Commission also fur¬ 
nished the churches with card reminders to each member and constituency and printed 
with “WE NEED THE FOLLOWING ON LOYALTY SUNDAY-YOUR PRAYERS- 
YOUR PRESENCE—YOUR PLEDGE.” The cards were sent out under the signature 
of the pastor. 

The churches on Hawaii asked for and received the assistance of the Mission's 
Business Manager in preparation for the EMC. Jim Misajon spent a weekend meet¬ 
ing with the Commission on Stewardship and Finance and going over plans and 
budget of Hilo, Honokaa, Pahala and Naalehu Methodist Churches. 

The Coordinating Council's Newsletter in October was largely devoted to publi¬ 
cizing and promoting the EMC. r 
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It was the Commission’s aim in the program to assist and encourage the churches 
and to help all those who pledge to do so in recognition of God’s goodness to them 
and also to know that the experience of giving to the work of His Church always brings 
blessings, both to the giver, and to those for whom the gift is given. It was the Com¬ 
mission’s hope also that local churches will seriously consider the theme and establish 
a program of accession toward self-support. 

The Commission is happy to report that nearly every congregation experienced in¬ 
creased pledges. One church, Parker Memorial, undertook action to go completely self- 
support in 1962. Several churches ’’moved up the ladder" to eventual self-support. One 
congregation set a goal of attaining self-support in 5 years thus advancing the date by 
approximately 5 years. Another church reports "We budgeted for $5900 which repre¬ 
sents $1900 increase of the budgeted pledge of 1961. We received pledges totaling over 
$6500 which represents $900 more than we had budgeted for, for 1962.” Another ex¬ 
perienced a 50% increase in their pledges. 

While this first attempt at a Coordinated EMC left much to be desired from the 
stand point of actual “coordination” and service and assistance to local congregations, 
the Commission is of the opinion that it helped to unify our churches in a common 
task and that the emphasis on stewardship served to bring about a deeper spiritual 
experience which, in turn, deepened the devotional life of each member. The Commis¬ 
sion is grateful for the cooperation of the pastors and the Commission on Stewardship 
and Finance of each local church. 

The Commission is convinced that it was a project worthy of perpetuation and 
therefore makes the following recommendations. 

(1) That the program of Coordinated Every Member Visitation (Canvass) in 
the Mission be continued in 1962. 

(2) That the incoming Commission on World Service anti Finance be empoweretl 
to structure the program in cooperation with the respective Commission on 
Stewardship and Finance of local churches, the Mission Board of Lay Acti¬ 
vities and the General Board of Lay Activities of The Methodish Church. 

(3) The Commission is anxious that local talent by way of laymen trained and 
experienced in the EMC program be explored and made available to churches in a 
program designetl "from one layman to another,” 

Concerning Apportionments the Commission recommends the adoption of the fol¬ 
lowing budget for the Hawaii Mission calendar year 1962.

HAWAII PACIFIC HOMES —POHAI NANI 

Activities during the past year have centered around two phases of development of 
Pohai Nani: (1) The enrollment of members and (2) the effort to satisfy various re¬ 
quirements of the Federal Housing Administration leading to their issuing a mortgage 
loan insurance commitment. 

Enrollment has progressed to the point where that requirement of 25% to start 
construction has been satisfied. Of the total, 12 i/ 2 % of the members now live on the 
Mainland and 87 i/ 2 % are residents of the State of Hawaii. Ten per cent are men and 
90% women. One person of Chinese ancestry and one of Japanese ancestry have applied 
and they have been approved for membership. We are proud of the membership which 
includes members of real kamaaina families of the State of Hawaii. 

While innumerable hours of work, countless exhibits and reports, and several 
thousands x>l dollars have gone into our negotiations with FHA, nevertheless, we are 
pleased to report that their help is no longer needed. Conventional financing has been 
arranged by our General Manager. Dr. Edward P. O'Rear, and the Los Angeles office. 
This permits the return to our original plans for the facilities, including the 40-bed 
infirmary building, which fifty years of providing housing and care for older persons 
has convinced Pacific Homes is necessary. This also permits construction to begin at 
our discretion rather than that of FHA's. 

The Ground Breaking Ceremony is set for Thursday, March 15, at 4:00 P.M. The 
public and friends are cordially invited. 

In January of the year by vote of the members of Hawaii Pacific Homes Corpora¬ 
tion at the Annual Meeting at Buck Hill Falls, the Charter and By-Laws were changed 
to permit the withdrawal of the Division of National Missions of the Board of Missions 
of The Methodist Church. Substituted as members of the Corporation are the minis¬ 
terial members and the elected lay delegates to the Annual Meeting of the Hawaii 
Mission of The Methodist Church. The time of the Annual Meeting has been set as 
concurrent with that of the Annual Meeting. 

Words of appreciation are certainly due all the members of the Board of Trustees 
and the many who are not trustees for the hours of work they have given in one phase 
or another to our activities. Without this kind of loyalty, progress would be cut to a 
minimum; with it, nothing can stop it. 

We express our thanks, too, for the leadership of Dr. O'Rear and for his untiring 
efforts in behalf of Pohai Nani. We congratulate him, also, for his success in arranging 
the type of financing that enables us to move forward. The strong support of the Board 
of Directors and the entire organization is gratefully acknowledged.

WOMAN’S SOCIETY OF CHRISTIAN SERVICE 

Just as last year was a year of reorganization, so I think we might say this fifteenth 
year of the Woman’s Society of Christian Service has been one of general evaluation. 
After one works and works and builds and builds, we need to take time off to look 
back to see if what we are building is really the way it should be or is evolving into 
the kind of a structure we really want. When you work so closely with a thing some¬ 
times you lack the perspective to see just what you are building. We were very fortu¬ 
nate this past May to have visit us Mrs. Helen Tilton, Western Jursidiction President, 
whom we asked to come not only to inspire us and get acquainted with us but to give 
us the benefit of her years of experience in the work to help us evaluate what we were 
doing. 

Mrs. Tilton visited all the local societies on the island of Oahu, then went to the 
islands of Hawaii and Maui with Alice Kern and to the island of Kauai with Daryl 
Sharratt. Her spirit of dedication and deep spiritual insight was a source of great 
inspiration but beyond that she was able to help us set new goals for our work among 
women. As a result of her coming, Quadrennial Goals were set up. This year we deter¬ 
mined to take 10% of the pledge for conference cultivation, and plans are underfoot 
for our first delegated Annual Meeting in May of 1962. 

This year might also be called the year of the visitation because we were fortunate 
to have Mrs. W. B. Landrum, a Division Field Worker, pass through in November. At 
a tea old friends of Mrs. Landrum were able to renew their acquaintance. Immediately 
after the Christmas holiday, Mrs. Porter Brown, the new General Secretary of the 
Division, passed through and a tea was held at Aldersgate Church. She thrilled the 
women with her talk about the mission fields that she had visited. 

For our part, two of our women, Mrs. Ruth Clardy, Secretary of Children’s Work, 
and Mrs. Daryl Sharratt, Vice President, attended the Western Jurisdiction School of 
Missions. 

Our School of Missions, July 10-14, under the able leadership of Mrs. Helen Smith, 
presented three approved studies instead of the usual two. There was a total enroll¬ 
ment of 61 from 16 societies. To Rhodes Martin, Lewis Lancaster, Dorothy Thomas, 
and Shuichi Fujishiro go our thanks for making this School one of the best ever. It 
ended on the note, “I want more.” Officer Training Clinics were held in the afternoon 
with Alice Kern in charge. Seven Neighbor Island representatives were with us: From 
Hawaii, Mrs. Ibarra, Mrs. Ginger Billings, Mrs. Valente, Mrs. Floyd Swann, and Mrs. 
Frances Lee; from Kauai, Mrs. Cacatian and Mrs. Hazel Morris. As a result of these 
women coming to Honolulu and sharing in the training, each of them helped run an 
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Officers Training Clinic on their Islands. This is a first step in their growth toward 
self-independence. Then, too, for the first time on Kauai there has been set up Island 
officers to coordinate the work on that Island. We are thrilled that they are more and 
more able to carry on their own work. 

The Third Annual Spiritual Life Retreat, July 29th, spear-headed by Muriel Oni- 
shi was held at Kahaluu Methodist Church. Fifty-two women from ten churches spent 
a most fruitful day with Dr. Roy A. Burkhart as their leader. As a special project of 
the day letters of appreciation and encouragement were sent to missionaries and con¬ 
gressmen, and a small cash gift was sent to Miss Joan Takara, who is studying at Na¬ 
tional College. Muriel believes “that there has been growth in many societies spiritually, 
the mere fact that the women are aware of the need for spiritual guidance and depth 
being a growth in itself. More prayer groups are forming and the spiritual life study 
in many of the societies has been an all-church affair.” 

The Vice President, Daryl Sharratt, and her Program Committee were responsible 
for two meetings: Woman’s Day on February 25th, at First Korean Church, with 152 
women in attendance and Dr. H. Conwell Snoke speaker on the theme “The Faith That 
Compels Us.” We had 10 representatives from the Neighbor Islands. From Kauai came 
Mrs. Cuaresma, Mrs. Baniaga, and Mrs. Bartlett. From Hawaii came Mrs. Olsen, Mrs. 
Mitchell, Mrs. DeVera, Mrs. Dalason, and Miss Minnie Clark. Maui sent Mrs. Horiuchi 
and Mrs. Kurita. Annual Meeting was held at Parker Memorial Church, May 20th, with 
95 women in attendance. A skit showing the history of the work as well as a message 
from Mrs. Tilton made up the program. Daryl feels “that a start has been made toward 
person to person relationship. There have been a number of calls asking for material, 
for suggestions and filmstrips. More societies use the Program Committee to plan 
their meetings than do not. More societies are using the material in the book and 
liking it. More reports are coming in with all the answers on them.” 

Alice Kern, Promotion Secretary, reports a membership of 680 as of December 1. 
There are no new societies organized officially, but several are in the process, Kahaluu, 
Palolo, and Waimanalo are prospects. We have hopes that they will join our ranks 
before the end of our fiscal year, June 1st. 

Jeannine McCullagh reports two areas of substantial growth. First, the return of 
the number of blue student information cards sent to the campus by the ministers 
doubled over the previous year. Approximately 125 were sent in during 1961. Second, 
while the offering taken on Methodist Student Day for Methodist Scholarships and 
Loans decreased nationally by 4 i/ 2 %, it increased by 15|/ 2 % in Hawaii. 

The work in the area of Children seems to be holding its own. Ruth Clardy says 
all the Secretaries are working in Sunday morning sessions of Church School and most 
children helped with either SOS or UNICEF. Other special projects are undertaken by 
individual churches. 

With the moving of Mrs. Irene Butterworth to California, the work suffered a 
great loss. She was establishing the Literature work on a very firm basis. Material was 
being ordered on consignment and sold at the Missions Festival, Annual Meeting, and 
at the School of Missions. At the School of Missions alone S397.63 was sold. We are most 
appreciative of Gladys Meeker and Maren Wong who helped out until we got a re¬ 
placement in Mrs. Dorothy Steiner. 

Our supply asking for 1960-61 were $226.00 but a total of $454.41 was sent in by 
our Secretary, Chieko Inter. Hawaii, according to the Summary Sheet from the Juris¬ 
diction, was one of the two conferences whose reports and cash tallied. This is an 
indication of the careful work that is being done. 

Our Missionary Personnel Secretary, Mrs. Marguerite McCloskey, still feels the 
necessity of urging young women to enter Christian vocations. The ministers and wo¬ 
men must work together to fill that big gap in youth entering church work. 

Mrs. Rose Sabala, our Christian Social Relations Secretary, is constantly on the 
alert and bringing to the focus of attention problems having to do with the nation’s 
well-being. Being a good WSCS member means being aware and informed! 

The work of the youth continues under the able guidance of Miss Loreeda Jones. 

Mrs. Rose Pickering, our Treasurer, reports that for the year 1960-61 our mis¬ 
sionary pledge was $3,000.00, which we met with additional giving for week of prayer 
of $230.65 and supplementary gifts amounting to $51.74. Since it is the policy of the 
Woman’s Soicety to empty its treasury at the end of the year, the Executive Committee 
voted to send an over and above gift of $300 in June of this year. We are ever mindful 
of the great expense that both the Division and Jurisdiction is constantly pouring into 
our work here and are hopeful that in some small way we are measuring up to it.

SUSANNAH WESLEY COMMUNITY CENTER 

Jesus said, "Suffer the little children to come unto me and forbid them not for of 
such is the Kingdom of Heaven.” 

“Hey you, open up in there.” “When are you going to start a small babies club?” 
“Can I have a ball?” “Will there be a day camp this summer?” “Just what is Susannah 
Wesley Community Center anyway?” 

These are but a few of the questions asked during the past year as children large 
and small have come to the Center. 

Statistically from January 1, 1961 to January 1, 1962 in the seventh to eighteenth 
months of our program the Center has served approximately one hundred and twenty- 
five different boys, girls and adults. The aggregate attendance, 10,375. Translated into 
action these figures tell a story. 

In April the Protestant Youth of the Chapel at Wheeler Air Force Base came to 
give an Easter Party for our children. There were 23 teen-agers, accompanied by Chap¬ 
lain Charles H. Glaize, Sergeant and Mrs. Wilkinson and Sergeant Haywood. 

Fifty of our children were on hand for the party. They were directed in games 
by some of the teen-agers while others spread out over our playground and hid 146 
eggs which they had colored. In addition to this they had made and filled an Easter 
Basket for each child. At a given signal the children went out to look for the eggs and 
their hosts made sure that even the smallest child found one. 

It was a most happy occasion. Our visitors were some of the nicest teen-agers we 
had ever met. Our children were more than pleased and after the party one of our 
older girls came back and said, "Thank you Miss Poppe and Miss Orrell and thank 
the Reverend too." 

The summer program began with our first Vacation Bible School. Thirty-two chil¬ 
dren were enrolled from grades one to four, and Miss Carol Akamine assisted the regu¬ 
lar Center Staff in teaching. (Lack of room made it impossible to serve older boys and 
girls.) The theme was "Friends of Jesus” and the children thoroughly enjoyed the 
experience. 

During July and August our Staff of two was supplemented by Miss Beth Komuro 
and Mr. Bernard Tom, two young people from the University. These two months were 
devoted to a Directed program of games, arts and crafts, songs, stories, and outdoor 
play. A Day Camp unit for girls was held for two weeks. At the end of the camp one 
nine year old, said, “This was the most fun I ever had in my whole life.” Ninety 
three different children were enrolled in the summer program. 

In September the Center program was relaxed, giving the children an opportunity 
to get settled into the school routine and the Staff an opportunity to prepare for the 
Fall activities. ^ ' * * 

In October the Staff was enlarged to include the two teachers of our English 
classes, Mrs. Pauline Hale and Mrs. Agnes Peterson, and two young people from the 
University to help with our Saturday program, Miss Beth Komuro and Mr. Ronald 
Takahama. 

On October 2, we opened our Nursery School. (We did not give up plans for a 
Nursery School and we learned that if no charge was made the school could open 
without a license.) The School operates five days a week from 8:30 to 11 a.m. Twelve 
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children age three and a half to four years and nine months are enrolled. The purpose 
of our Nursery School is to help boys and girls work and play together, to shareTnd 
to accept the everyday give and take on the Nursery level 

The clubs which were closed in May were reopend and their fall activities were 
many and varied This year the members of the clubs planned a Thanksgiving Worship 
Service for all of those who participated in the Center Program. This was a meaning¬ 
ful experience and will become one of our annual events. 6 


Christmas brought its own special joys and moments of awe and wonder Gifts 
and decorations were made for those at home. Cookies were baked for the parents who 
would attend the Christmas program, even the Nursery Children shared in this joy. 
As children sat about the lighted Christmas tree there was carol singing and stories 
Costumes were made and rehearsal were held for the telling of the Christmas story. 

Some of the magic moments came when little three year old Alvin walked in and 
looked and looked at the Christmas Creche, when Sharia expressed her joy and wonder 
over the gift of a small Christmas candle, when eyes shone as children listened to the 
stories, when the four and five year old shepherds knelt at the manger during the 
Christmas program. All of this and more made Christmas 1961 at the Center a truly 
joyous one. 


The Board under the direction of Mrs. Loren Steiner, president, held monthly 
meetings. Miss Orrell and Miss Poppe each participated in the activities of the local 
Church and Commissions of the Mission. Miss Poppe has been active in the Kalihi- 
Palama Community Council and has served as its corresponding secretary. 

The Methodist Tour visits the Center weekly and gives us the opportunity to tell 
our story and interpret our program and the contribution we hope it makes to the 
Community. Sometimes a tourist will ask, “Why do you do it?” 

Jesus said, “In as much as you have done it unto one of the least of these my 
brethren you have done it unto me.”

BOARD OF EDUCATION 

"The pursuit of excellence” has always been a Methodist Doctrine, even before 
it became the title of a Rockefeller report on education. 

This “pursuit” is the aim and goal of our board. Christian education is on "the 
threshold of a new era” (R. C. Miller) . The Christian teacher in this new era has 
to “learn” and “unlearn” and “re-learn” many things. It is exciting to see this learn¬ 
ing process go on. It is a privilege for the Board of Education to serve the Mission in 
this learning process in the "threshold era.” 

By offering a definite program and providing the learning opportunities for 
teachers and securing the tools for them to use in the local church—we feel we can 
carry out with conviction the commission of Christ “to teach” all people and at the 
same time explore with integrity the way God is acting through all the agents in the 
“new era” of which we are a part. We press on in the direction of this highest calling. 
AUDIO-VISUAL COMMITTEE—The Reverend Mr. Walter C. Jordan, Chairman 

All audio-visual materials and equipment have been moved from the director’s 
office to the main office. This will facilitate issuing and receiving by the secretary. 

The catalogue is being checked and revisions will be circularized as necessary. 
Requests for the return of equipment and materials will be circularized soon also. 
Much unnecessary expense is incurred because of “misplaced” materials and equipment. 

Requests for purchase of filmstrips and other audio-visuals should be made through 
the office of the Director of Christian education. 

CAMP AND INSTITUTE COMMITTEE-The Rev. Mr. Ben F. Youngblood, Chairman 

Fifteen weeks of camping were held during the year using the combined help of 
92 counselors and other staff for 400 campers. 

A more diversified camping program has come into being with the result that 
most of our traditional camp sessions have been smaller but the total camp picture 
has been expanded. Renewed interest in the Easter “Spiritual Life” camp on two islands 
brought together 35 youth for disciplined study and fellowship. 

A good trend has been toward more of the local churches planning and carrying 
out their own camps. Some have been in our camp sites while others have moved out 
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into available sites not regularly used for camping. This type of camping can bear 
more emphasis in the future. 

An experiment with children attending Mid-Year indicates the greater possibility 
of meaningful experiences for them through adding planned camping sessions to this 
part of Mission family life. 

A well attended pre-camp training week-end was held for Junior and Christian 
Adventure camp counselors. More intensive work in this area needs to be done. Some 
method for helping university students afford spending their summer as a counselor 
needs to be explored. 

CHILDREN’S WORK COMMITTEE-Miss Lois I. Reed, Chairman 

The committee investigated the possibility of a children’s program, perhaps a day 
camp, in the Waianae, Nanakuli area for the summer of 1961. Because of the Sum¬ 
mer Fun program, the leadership at Waianae felt that a program for the youth too 
old for Summer Fun would be more beneficial. 

Nineteen churches and Susannah Wesley Community Center reported having Va¬ 
cation Church Schools during the summer of 1961. All used Methodist approved lit¬ 
erature and they ranged in duration from ten hours to thirty hours. Two of the 
schools were cooperative efforts of the community: Kailua and Lahaina. There were 
a total of 1,026 pupils and 204 leaders, an increase of 3.5%. 

CHRISTIAN VOCATIONS COMMITTEE—The Reverend Mr. James B. Friese, Chair¬ 
man until August 31, 1961 

Summary of activities: 

1. Copies of Counselor’s Guide to Methodist Schools, Colleges and Universities 
and Methodist Service Projects, 1961 were sent to all Mission personnel. 

2. As a follow-up to the response of 23 youth to Bishop Kennedy’s appeal at 
Annual Meeting Youth Day, decision cards were sent to the ministers of the 
churches involved. 

LEADERSHIP EDUCATION COMMITTEE-The Reverend Mr. Robert P. McCullagh, 

Chairman 

Summary of activities: 

1. Sixteen persons from six Methodist churches, plus four faculty members, 
participated in the Honolulu Council of Churches Vacation Church School 
Workshop. 

2. Laboratory Schools were held during the summer at Parker Memorial and 
Aiea with a total of twenty-four completing the schools. 

3. A workshop was held for Oahu Commission on Education chairmen and church 
school superintendents in September at First Korean. 

4. Sam Bishop met with nine teachers at Honolua and Puukolii for training and 
lesson previews in September. The directors of Christian education in Oahu 
churches have assisted in Workers’ Conferences and lesson previews upon the 
invitation of a number of local churches. 

5. A Christian Workers’ School was held on Oahu on Monday evenings, Septem¬ 
ber 25 through October 23, at the First Korean Church. Sixty-three students 
and five instructors were enrolled, with forty-seven completing the school. The 
five courses were: Basic Christian Beliefs, Present Trends in Theology, Old 
Testament, New Testament and The Prophets. 

Suggestions for 1962: 

L That we cooperate in the Honolulu Council of Churches Vacation Church 
School Workshop with travel expenses provided for one person from each 
neighbor island, provided he returns and conducts a workshop on his island. 

2. That a Christian Workers’ School be held on Oahu in September and October 
and that courses on both content and general techniques and teaching methods 
be included. 

3. That a Laboratory School be held on the Big Island during the summer and 
that travel assistance be provided for not more than three half-round-trip 
fares per island (Kauai, Oahu and Maui) for lay people who have never 
attended a laboratory school. 

4. That all other leadership training programs be originated by local churches 
with the office of the director of Christian education and youth work and 
the Board of Education of the Mission endeavoring to meet all reasonable 
requests for assistance, with the local church being responsible for the expenses 
involved. 
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SCHOLARSHIP COMMITTEE—The Reverend Mr. Warren Thomas, Chairman 

We wrote to all those receiving Division of National Missions scholarship aid 
requesting transcripts of grades and a statement as to their church activities before 
renewing their scholarship requests. The committee met and approved seven requests 
for scholarship aid: six renewals and one new request. These seven requests were all 
granted by the Division committee. 

Since this meeting we have also approved one request for a Crusade Scholarship. 
Under the present Division Scholarship Committee procedure, all scholarship requests 
of any nature, Division or Crusade, are processed through our Hawaii Committee. 
SUMMER SERVICE PROJECTS COMMITTEE—The Reverend Mr. Richard Peterson, 

Chairman 

Summary of Activities: 

1. A team of four island young people: Gloria Andaya, Aldersgate; Jason Ching, 
Kahaluu; Jeanne Goya, Kahaluu and Julia Matsui, Wahiawa, all enrolled in 
the University of Hawaii, were sent to the the mainland with Mrs. Elizabeth 
Buford as counselor. They served there for a period of six weeks. Their service 
consisted of participation in the Southern California Area Youth Training 
Conference and in the Mission Tour. The remainder of the summer was spent 
in touring local churches, where they did a fine job of witnessing to their faith 
to MYF groups, college groups and congregations. All but one team member 
stayed on in California and other parts of the mainland for further confer¬ 
ences and camp experiences, arriving back early in September. The response 
to this summer service team seems to be excellent from all sources that have 


reported. 

2. The inter-island summer service projects committee approved twelve youth 
and two counselors for work in the islands during the weeks June 17 to July 
1. Two of these youth did not serve. Three teams were formed, meeting at 
Camp Kailani June 16-17, for training. They served at Waimanalo on Oahu, 
Honolua and Puukolii on Maui and at Kau and Hilo on Hawaii. More ade¬ 


quate training would have been desirable with these teams, but the response 
to them was still good and they did a fine job in their respective appointments. 

3. A team of seven college and older youth from the Virginia Conference, accom¬ 
panied by the Reverend Mr. and Mrs. Roy Everett, who served as counselors, 
came to the islands in June to serve at Camp Kailani as a work team. Under 
the direction of Commander Juston W. West from Aiea Community Methodist 
Church this team removed the old fence and built an entire new fence of red¬ 


wood around the camp area. Most of them said they came with double motives: 
wajiting to come to Hawaii and wanting to be of service to their church in a 
Mission situation. From their personal evaluations most team members seemed 
to have had their expectations fulfilled. They did an excellent job of serving 
and had a good experience of visiting the work on the various islands. Some 
stayed to give valuable aid as counselors in our camping program. 

4. A young adult travel seminar sponsored by the Joint Department of Mis¬ 
sionary Education of The Methodist Church, under the direction of Edwin 
F. Tewksbury, came to the islands during the summer for twelve days of tour¬ 
ing and conversations with other young adults, especially in Honolulu and the 
island of Oahu. Reports from the mainland say that these young adults had an 
experience far more significant than we thought they would have, since their 
basic time was spent touring and there was not enough time given for really 
serious conversation on young adult work. The really significant accomplish¬ 
ment in the lives of this group was a new understanding of the possibilities 
of living in racial harmony. 

5. The Summer Service Projects Committee recommended to the Board of Edu¬ 
cation that there be no work teams to the islands during 1962. Also, that any 
teams of island youth working in island churchfes be arranged for only on the 
basis of specific needs expressed by the churches. It further recommended 
that the year of 1962 be used to evaluate the usefulness of summer service 
projects to the Mission and the Mission’s responsibility to be of service to 
mainland groups in terms of providing them work opportunities so that they 
can have the experience of living and working in the islands. 

YOUNG ADULT WORK COMMITTEE—Miss Shirley Bruhn, chairman until July 31; 

Mr. Clay Miller, chairman from August 1 

Summary of activities: 

1. April 18 was the meeting date with the teachers of adult classes in churches 
on Oahu. Other interested laymen and ministers were present to hear the 
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Reverend Mr. Ken Rewick and discuss points of how the committee could 
undergird the work of the teachers. 

2. Young Adult Travel Seminar—prepared a suggested program and itinerary 
for the group and cooperated with the Honolulu Council of Churches Com¬ 
mittee on Young Adult Work (chaired by Robert Meloy) in a two day con¬ 
ference held at the Central YMCA. 

3. Miss Bruhn and Mr. and Mrs. Youngblood participated in the Adult Sec¬ 
tion dinner meeting of the Methodist Conference on Christian Education in 
Chicago in November. 

4. First, Parker Memorial and Waimanalo churches participated in a national 
experimental study, "God and Our Mission,” sponsored by the Board of Mis¬ 
sions of The Methodist Church. 

Suggestion for 1962: ways and means of more effective work with young adults in 
Honolulu should be explored and implemented if possible. 

YOUTH WORK COMMITTEE—The Reverend Mr. S. W. Kim, Chairman 

This committee coordinated the activities of intermediate, senior high and older 
youth and cooperated with the Honolulu Council of Churches through UCYM acti¬ 
vities. The youth movement of our church draws its strength from consecrated laymen 
who act as counselors and teachers. It often occurs that many of these laymen and lay- 
women have no foundation in educational principles or methods, yet they courageously 
try to fulfill their responsibilities as leaders of youth. Our adult leaders determine 
the quality of our youth program; thus, we must provide adequate training for them. 
Suggestions for 1962: 

1. The committee, State MYF and Mission DCE study the MYF program and 
work out a plan of organization for an effective State MYF. Report to the 
Board of Education. 

2. Secure outstanding resource persons to lead our adult workers with youth 
in order to meet the following needs: 

a. More recruiting and training of adult leaders with youth. 

b. Increased emphasis in the area of intermediate work. 

c. Increased emphasis in the area of youth evangelism. 

d. More emphasis on Youth Activities Week in the local church.

Three major events were held for older youth: 

1. During the year of 1961, the older youth get-together was held on Youth Day 
at Annual Meeting. The main purpose was to acquaint older youth of dif¬ 
ferent Methodist churches. 

2. Three area rallies were held simultaneously at Wahiawa for the leeward area, 
Kailua for windward and Wesley for Honolulu. 

3. The older youth joined the Senior MYF and young adults for an Inter¬ 
national Night at Parker Memorial. 

There is still much that could be done with this age group. 

SIGNIFICANT HAPPENINGS 

The Reverend Mr. Lewis Lancaster conducted Vacation Church School workshops 
on Kauai and Maui. 

A one clay lab session with intermediate teachers of Palolo and other Oahu churches 
was held as a means of introducing the new intermediate curriculum. 

There were three DCE Fellowship retreats: two with Dr. James McGiffin and 
one without him. 

RECOMMENDATIONS

WESLEY FOUNDATION BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


Se P l £ mber marked the begimng of the thirteenth year that The Methodist 
Church has carried on a specialized ministry to students attending the University of 
Hawaii. The Wesley Foundation continues to seek to develop an effective witness to 
Jesus Christ at the Manoa campus of the State University of Hawaii As with all 
human institutions, there has been both success and failure, but it has come to better 
understand itself in the process! 


PURPOSE: The purpose of a Wesley Foundation may be described in a number 
of ways. It may be said that it has been called into existence 

To minister to the needs of students from Methodist churches attending the 
University; ° 

To proclaim and witness to the good news of Jesus Christ to the total campus 
community; and 

To aid members of this community in their search for meaning for their lives. 
STUDENT PROGRAM: The devotion of students, under the leadership of Linda 
Yang, Spring semester, and Richard Matsushita. Fall semester, to the development of 
a program that speaks to all students has been outstanding. This has been accom¬ 
plished through daily fellowship with individuals with common problems and similar 
interests, worship in Wednesday noon services, discussion in Friday evening programs, 
study in non-credit classes, work in projects serving the Church, and continued con¬ 
tact with students on the mainland and around the world. Highlights of the student 
program for the year include: 

Five delegates (Jason Ching, Jeanne Goya, Richard Matsushita, Julia Matsui, and 
Carol Nakata) attended the seventh national MSM conference at the University of 
Illinois; three of the delegates received financial support from the Wesley Foundation. 

Dr. J. Wesley Robb, chairman of the department of religion at U.S.C., was secured, 
with assistance from the department of college and university religious life of the 
General Board of Education, as the Methodist representative in the Campus Con¬ 
ference on Religion at the University. He was also designated as the main speaker. 

Deputation teams participated in Easter vacation youth camps on the Big Island 
and at Camp Kailani. 

The Wesley Foundation float, “Bridge to the East”, received second prize in the 
Homecoming Parade; a food booth was also entered in the Pan Pacific Festival. 


Four members served on the summer service team to Southern California and 
Arizona. 


A Protestant Graduate Students’ Fellowship was organized during the Fall semes¬ 
ter, with primary impetus provided by members of the staff of the Church of the 
Crossroads and the Director of the Wesley Foundation. This has begun to provide 
the opportunity for an approach to graduate students, many of whom are in the 
East-West Center. 

SCHOLARSHIP FUND: It was in March 1959 that Dr. Glenn Flinn suggested 
the creation of a Wesley Foundation Scholarship Fund, with an indication that he 
would seek financial support of the idea from friends in Texas. Since then the Fund 
has awarded twenty-one scholarships amounting to $2,675 to thirteen students, all of 
whom were members of island Methodist churches. During 1961 three students received 
awards amounting to $375 during the Spring Semester and eight individuals received 
a total of $1,025 during the Fall semester. To date $4,586 has been received by the 
Fund: $2,675 from Texas, $1,000 from the Pasadena, California, Methodist Foundation, 
and $911.60 from Hawaii. 

VISITORS: Dr. John O. Gross, general secretary of the Division of Higher Educa¬ 
tion of the General Board of Education, inspected the Wesley Foundation while in 
the islands on another assignment. In addition, Dr. Glen O. Martin, from the staff 
of the department of college and university religious life in the General Board of 
Education, visited the Foundation on behalf of the Commission on Standards for 
Wesley Foundations and recommended that the Foundation be continued as an 
"accredited” Wesley Foundation. 
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USE OF THE BUILDING: The building continues to be used frequently by out¬ 
side groups. During the year eight weddings were conducted in the Chapel, two 
receptions were held, and university groups and high school Y clubs were in the 
building on fifteen occasions. 

CONSTITUTION: The first draft of “articles of operation” for the Board of 
Directors has been prepared and is being reviewed by the Board and other concerned 
parties. The completed form will be presented to the 1963 Annual Meeting for the 
approval of the Hawaii Mission. 

APPRECIATION: Both the students and the Board of Directors of the Wesley 
Foundation continue to appreciate the interest and support of the Division of National 
Missions, the Department of College and University Religous Life, the Mission head¬ 
quarters staff, and the members of the Methodist churches throughout Hawaii. A 
special word of gratitude is due: the Reverend Lewis Lancaster for his assistance in 
so many different and helpful ways; Mr. and Mrs. Robert Dawson, First Church, 
Pasadena, California, for their desire to acquaint students with good religious litera¬ 
ture; Edward Pavao for his two and a half years of faithful and efficient custodial 
service; Dr. Glenn Flinn for his continued interest in students in Hawaii; and the 
Pasadena, Califorina, Methodist Foundation for its support of individuals pursuing 
higher education. 

THE CHALLENGE: Knmaainas in the Hawaii Mission would no doubt agree 
that work with students at the University of Hawaii has taken great strides during the 
past decade. Yet, this is but a beginning! There is a rising concern for higher educa¬ 
tion in Hawaii. Evidence abounds—the emergence of the East-West Center . . . new 
classrooms and laboratories . . . new dormitories erected by the state, Buddhists, and 
individual entrepreneurs . . . the expansion of work on the graduate level . . . in¬ 
creasing enrollment . . . the emphasis on excellence. 

The road ahead is being charted. It is clear that only the finest efforts of The 
Methodist Church and other Christian forces will begin to be adequate to meet 
effectively the expanding needs of this state university. This your Wesley Founda¬ 
tion will endeavor to do, with God’s guidance and help, and your constant prayers.

HAWAII METHODIST YOUTH FELLOWSHIP 

The officers of the Hawaii State Methodist Youth Fellowship for the 1961-1962 
year were: Bruce Miller, President; Ronald Takatsuka, Vice President; Penny Kudzma, 
Recording Secretary; Paula Cox, Corresponding Secretary; Earl Lee, Treasurer; Mat¬ 
hew Gamboa, Publicity Chairman; Russell Roberts, Newspaper Editor; Asula Falea- 
fine, Faith Chairman; Emily Galimba, Christian Witness; Courtney Smith, Christian 
Outreach; Abraham Apilado, Christian Citizenship; Margie Eichelberger, Christian 
Fellowship; and the Reverend S. W. Kim, Advisor. These officers were installed by 
Bishop Gerald H. Kennedy on Youth Day, February 25, 1961, during the Annual 
Meeting of the Hawaii Mission of The Methodist Church. 

We, of the M.Y.F., of the State of Hawaii, wish to express our gratitude to those 
persons whose hands, often unseen, guided us and aided us throughout the past year. 

I wish to thank each of the members of the council for the many hours they 
have spent in doing the duties of their offices. We, the council, wish to thank the Rev. 
S. W. Kim for his tireless and unselfish work with the M.Y.F. 

The first event of 1961, was “The Missions Rally” held on Sunday, January 8, 
1961, at First Methodist Church. Nearly 200 youth and leaders gathered to watch the 
movie “Step-Sitters”, to hear a panel of foreign students from the University of 
Hawaii, and to participate in several interesting workshops on audio-visuals, singing, 
and recreation. 

On the evening of February 25, 1961, after an afternoon program, a banquet, and 
international entertainment, Bishop Kennedy installed the officers for 1961, who are 
now the retiring council. 

During Easter vacation of 1961, two camps were held, one on Hawaii and one 
on Oahu. 

Summer Service teams were sent out this year. These teams went to Maui, where 
the youth ran a Vacation Church School and acted as Christian Adventure camp 
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counselors; to Hawaii where the youth were active in Youth Activities Week, and to 
Windward Oahu, where they ran a Vacation Church School. In addition, a group 
of young people from Virginia, replaced a badly worn fence at Camp Kailani and 
we were visited by a Young Adult Travel Seminar. 

An International Night was held at Parker Memorial Methodist Church in early 
summer to honor the Summer Services team from Virginia, the Young Adult Seminar 
and the three Inter-Island teams. 

Last summer 5 Christian Adventure Camps and 2 Institutes were held on the 
four Islands. One Christian Adventure Camp was held on the following: Maui, 
Hawaii and Kauai, with two on Oahu. The two Institutes, held at Camp Kailani, 
were as usual attended by Youth from all the Islands. The Rev. B. Rhodes Martin 
and the Rev. William Buford were the deans. On August 26th, between the two 
Institutes, the M.Y.F. sponsored an Officers Training Camp to help the various of¬ 
ficers understand their duties more thoroughly and carry on more confidently. 

Bruce Miller represented Hawaii at the National Conference of Methodist 
Youth in conjunction with the National Association of Christian Youth Conference 
at Purdue University. His participation in the United Christian Youth Movement 
was sponsored by the Honolulu Council of Churches. 

A Christian Outreach Workshop was held at Kailua Methodist Church on Octo¬ 
ber 14, 1961. Miss Courtney Smith, the State Outreach Chairman, planned and led 
an excellent program. The primary emphasis of this meeting was on the work of the 
Methodist Youth Fund. During the year the M.Y.F. of Hawaii contributed $803.25, 
and increase of $339.00 or 58%. 

In the past year the State Council was for the first time truly a “State” council 
with each of the Islands represented. Until last year the State Council was actually 
the Oahu Council, but the growing interest and enthusiastic work being done on the 
Neighbor Islands led to the formation of a true “STATE Council”. 

The State Council has urged the organization of Island Councils, i.e., sub-districts. 
In addition the Islands have been urged to conduct Island Rallys for the Program 
Areas. 

After reviewing the money on hand, and the possible sources of income, we 
have found that the State M.Y.F. can operate efficiently on $517.00 for 1962. This 
money will be spent in the following areas: 

$282.00 for inter-island travel fund 
100.00 for travel fund 
75.00 for publications, paper, etc. 

5.00 for postage, etc. 

, 30.00 for leadership training 

We have found that the following might provide possible sources of income: 

$120.00 MYFund kickback 
200.00 Working funds on hand 

This leaves $200 which would come from other sources. Rallies and other such 
meetings could pay for themselves.

The principle accomplishments of the year other than the normal operation of 
the Camp program were the following: 
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1 A study of the needs, use and operating policy of the Camp as a guide to the 
preparation of a master plan for the Camp’s future development. 

2. Preliminary work on a master plan was begun by Architect Paul Jones. 

3 ! A new fence around the front and two sides of the camp property was com- 
pleted. 

4 Establishing of a priority list for expenditure of funds on repairs and con¬ 
struction. 

The accomplishment of the Virginia Work Team during the month of June 16 
thru July 16, was almost miraculous, exceeding the most optimistic expectations of 
the Committee Chairman. This small group containing only two young men in addi¬ 
tion to the group leader completed a fencing operation of considerable magnitude. 
In this they were assisted by a number of young people from Hawaii and were most 
ably lead by Cdr. Juston W. West. I would like the record to indicate that the time, 
effort and money spent on this work team was well invested.

MISSION DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 
AND YOUTH WORK 

It would be more than presumptious to pose as reporting for the Director of 
Christian Education's office for 1961. I should like only to express thanks for being 
given the privilege to be a part of the work for 15 days of the year and to pay 
homage to the Rev. Lew Lancaster for the foundations he has laid for the work ahead 
with some impressions as gained thus far. 

It has been said of today’s world that it is struggling for its rebirth but has not 
the strength to be born, while those in positions where help can be given are caught 
up in the wrong kinds of administrations. To replace cliches that we say have grown 
meaningless and irrelevant, we are busy making new ones that seem to end up just 
as incomprehensible to those persons whom we are seeking to save from the old. 

A thought from the Scripture suggests to us that “In due season you shall reap, 
if you faint not.” We need often to consider whether we are “reaping” or “fainting” 
in the work that is here for us to do." We have heard much concerning the statistical 
reports. What do they really say to us: 

While 11 Church Schools gained in attendance average in the amount of 207 last 
year, 15 lost in the amount of 174. It is of interest to note that there is no pattern of 
church “type” in either group. The rural and urban alike, had their share of gains 
and losses as well. We may further note that the great percentage of the total gain 
came in the area where work is being done to reach out and serve the community 
rather than bring the community to it—Wahiawa shows a 45% increase with the addi¬ 
tion of its third Church School. 

Of serious note is the participation of the churches in the Disciplinary require¬ 
ments for special offerings related to the Christian Education program in the local 
church: 

One-fourth of the churches report no Church School Rally Day Offering. 

One-half report no Fourth Sunday World Service Offering. 

One-fifth report no Methodist Student Day Offering. 

The Methodist Youth Fund, though showing an appreciable 68% increase, is coming 
from only two-thirds of the churches. 

If our reports show correctly, almost the entire net gain was made up of persons 
coming by profession of faith. Of these, only a bit over 1 out of 4 came with benefit 
of Church School Training. Does this leave us to assume that the other 3 are coming 
into the church without benefit of such help in understanding what they need to 
know about their new relationship? If we are greatly concerned about the problems 
our adult congregations have in understanding their place in the Church, we should 
Chur<± re ^ U ^ at l he source of their background experience as they come into the 

A concern that was the burden of the message of the 1961 National Methodist 
Conference on Christian Education in Chicago would be good for us to consider 
seriously throughout the work and year ahead of us. Are we so busy being profes¬ 
sional that we forget what we are professing?
